The CAE is at Level 4 of the series of Cambridge ESOL 
Examinations: Level 1 is the Key English Test, Level 2 the 
Preliminary English Test, Level 3 the First Certificate in 
English, and Level 5 the Certificate of Proficiency in 
English. CAE is also at Level 4 of the ALTE framework 
(ALTE, the Association of Language Testers in Europe, 
promotes transactional recognition of levels of language 
proficiency and certification). It is also classified as being 
at C1 level of the Common European Framework. The 
CAE is widely recognised in commerce and industry, and 
by universities and similar educational institutions, as 
proof that the holder of this qualification can do office 
work or take a course of study in English. 


The exam, which is usually held twice a year, consists of 
five Papers: 


Paper 1 Reading (1 hour 15 minutes) 

e Part 1 consists of three short texts from a variety of 
sources. They all have a common theme. There are two 
four-option multiple-choice comprehension questions 
for each text. Part 1 tests your ability to read for detail, 
opinion, tone, purpose, main idea, implication, attitude, 
and to understand text organisation features 
(exemplification, comparison, reference). 


e Part 2 consists of a long text from which six paragraphs 
have been removed and placed in jumbled order after 
the text. You have to decide from where in the text the 
paragraphs have been removed. Part 2 tests your 
understanding of how a text is structured. 


e Part 3 consists of a long text with seven four-option 
multiple-choice questions. Part 3 tests your ability to 
read for detail, gist, opinion and attitude. 


e Part 4 consists of a long text with several sections or 
several short texts. There are 15 questions which require 
you to decide which section of the text/short text each 
one refers to. Part 4 tests your ability to read for specific 
information, detail, opinion and attitude. 
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Paper 2 Writing (1 hour 30 minutes) 

e Part 1 is compulsory. You are required to write an article, 
a formal or informal letter, a proposal or a report in 
180-220 words. Before you write your answer, you must 
read the instructions as well as an input text or texts. 
There may also be input in the form of a diagram, 
graph, etc. Part 1 focuses on your ability to evaluate, 
express opinions, hypothesise, etc. Persuasion is 
always an important element in your writing in Part 1. 


«There are four questions to choose from in Part 2. For 
questions 2-4, you are required to write an article, an 
essay, a letter, a proposal, a report, a review, a 
competition entry or a contribution to a longer piece in 
220-260 words. Part 2 focuses on your ability to give 
opinions, persuade, justify, give advice, compare, etc. 
For question 5, you choose from one of two tasks on the 
set texts. You are required to write an article, an essay, a 
report or a review. 


Both parts of the Writing Paper test your ability to write a 
text according to instructions in an appropriate style and 
register for a given purpose and target reader. Effective 
text organisation, accuracy and a good range of 
vocabulary are also important. 


Paper 3, Use of English (1 hour) 

e Part 1 is a multiple-choice cloze task. You read a text with 
12 gaps. This is followed by 12 four-option multiple- 
choice questions. You need to complete each gap with 
the correct option. Part 1 tests your knowledge of 
vocabulary, including idioms, fixed phrases, phrasal 
verbs and semantic precision.

Preparing for the CAE Exam 


In preparing for the five Papers, the following points 
should be taken into account: 


Reading: To prepare for this Paper, you should read from 
a range of material: newspapers, magazines, journals, 
novels, leaflets, brochures, etc. When you read, pay 
attention to text organisation features, train yourself to 
recognise the author’s purpose in writing and his or her 
tone, and learn to read between the lines for what is 
implied rather than stated explicitly. It is important to 
practise different reading strategies that can be used for 
different parts of the Reading Paper, for example 
skimming for the main idea and gist, scanning to locate 
specific information or reading closely to determine the 
writer's precise meaning. 


Writing: You need to be familiar with all the text types 
you may be required to write in the exam. You should also 
be aware of the criteria that will be used in marking your 
texts: 


e Has the candidate achieved the purpose stated in the 
instructions? 


* Does the text have a positive general effect on the target 
reader? 

* Does the text cover all the content points? 

els the text organised effectively and are ideas linked 
appropriately? 

e Has language been used accurately? 


e Does the text have a good range of vocabulary and 
grammatical features? 


e Is the register appropriate for the task? 


e Is the layout appropriate? 


Use of English: You need to develop grammatical 
awareness and become familiar with grammatical 
patterns and collocations. You also need a good 
knowledge of vocabulary, so learn whole phrases rather 
than single words in isolation. Build up your knowledge 
of vocabulary and how words and phrases are used. 
When you come across a new word, don't just learn its 
meaning in context. Does it have any other meanings or 
uses? 


Listening: You should practise listening to a wide variety 
of spoken English: announcements, speeches, lectures, 
talks, radio broadcasts, anecdotes, radio interviews, 
discussions, etc. You should also practise listening for 
different purposes: to understand gist, identify context or 
attitude or find specific information. 


Speaking: You should practise speaking English as much 
as possible. It is important to master conversational skills 
such as turn taking and the appropriate way to participate 
in a discussion, giving full but natural answers to 
questions and requesting clarification.

Students approaching CAE for the first time would 
be best advised to work through the book linearly, 
developing their skills and confidence; those re-sitting the 
exam can consult the Exam overview tables to 
concentrate on particular areas for targeted revision. The 
“without key” edition can be used by students working in 
a class, while the “with key” edition includes a detailed 
Answer key, ensuring that students working alone can 
benefit from support while attempting these tests. 


The second principle is that the questions should accurately 
reflect the range of questions found in the CAE exam. Thus 
students obtain guidance concerning the general content 
and the best way of approaching the tasks from the 
questions themselves.

Life in the Universe 


Until recently, we have confined ourselves to our own solar system in the 
search for life, partly because we have not had evidence for the existence 
of other solar systems. Furthermore, our telescopes have not been 
powerful enough to detect planets. But not long ago, a technique was 
developed that could ascertain reliably whether stars have planets 
orbiting them. Basically, this technique relies upon our ability to detect 
with some degree of precision how much light a star is giving off. If this 
changes for a brief period, it is probably because a large object - a planet 
- is passing in front of it. At first, the technique could only establish the 
existence of a very large planet with an elliptical orbit that brought it 
into close proximity to the star. This was one of the limitations of the 
technique: life could not exist on such large planets. Furthermore, the 
orbit of the planet would preclude the possibility of other, smaller planets 
orbiting the same star. Therefore, that particular planetary system could 
be effectively ruled out in terms of the search for life. 


However, astronomers using an Anglo-American telescope in New South 
Wales now believe they have pinpointed a planetary system which 
resembles our own. For the first time, they have identified a large planet, 
twice the size of Jupiter, orbiting a star like the sun, at much the same 
distance from its parent star as Jupiter is from the sun. And this is the 
vital point about their discovery: there is at least a theoretical possibility 
that smaller planets could be orbiting inside the orbit of this planet.

The film is based on the novel by the celebrated astronomer Carl Sagan. Its 
strength lies in the fact that it manages to retain much of the power and 
compelling nature of the book, while at the same time maintaining a 
relatively high level of technical accuracy. This is largely thanks to Sagan’s 
involvement in the making of the film. As many of you may know, Sagan 
died before the film was completed. 


The main plot, concerning the discovery of the message, the struggle to 
interpret it, and the eventual contact between humans and aliens, is 
interwoven with the intrigues that arise from the ambitions of scientists, 
politicians and industrialists for fame and power. 


As is usually the case with Zemeckis, special effects are used both creatively 
and effectively, serving to enhance the plot rather than swamp it, and there 
are fine performances, particularly by Ms Foster, Matthew McConaughey, 
James Woods and Tom Skerritt.

The Beauties of the Stone Age 


Jane Howard views some works of ancient art 


works of art that were recently discovered in Church 

Hole cave in Nottinghamshire. They are not drawings, 
as one would expect, but etchings, and they depict a huge 
range of wild animals. The artists who created them lived 
around 13,000 years ago, and the images are remarkable 
on a variety of counts. First of all, their sheer number is 
staggering: there are ninety all told. Moreover, fifty-eight 
of them are on the ceiling. This is extremely rare in cave 
art, according to a leading expert, Dr Wilbur Samson of 
Central Midlands University. ‘Wall pictures are the norm,’ 
he says. ‘But more importantly, the Church Hole etchings 
are an incredible artistic achievement. They can hold their 
own in comparison with the best found in continental 
Europe.’ 1 am not a student of the subject, so I have to take 
his word for it. However, you do not have to be an expert 
to appreciate their beauty. 


l have just come home after viewing some astonishing 


In fact, it is the wider significance of the etchings that is 
likely to attract most attention in academic circles, since 
they radically alter our view of life in Britain during this 
epoch. It had previously been thought that ice-age hunters 
in this country were isolated from people in more central 
areas of Europe, but the Church Hole images prove that 
ancient Britons were part of a culture that had spread right 
across the continent. And they were at least as 
sophisticated culturally as their counterparts on the 
mainland. 


News of such exciting discoveries spreads rapidly, and 
thanks to the Internet and mobile phones, a great many 
people probably knew about this discovery within hours of 
the initial expedition retuming. As a result, some etchings 
may already have been damaged, albeit inadvertently, by 
eager visitors. In a regrettably late response, the site has 
been cordoned off with a high, rather intimidating fence, 
and waming notices have been posted. 


An initial survey of the site last year failed to reveal the 
presence of the etchings. The reason lies in the 


expectations of the researchers. They had been looking for 
the usual type of cave drawing or painting, which shows 
up best under direct light. Consequently, they used 
powerful torches, shining them straight onto the rock face. 
However, the Church Hole images are modifications of the 
rock itself, and show up best when seen from a certain 
angle in the natural light of early morning. Having been 
fortunate to see them at this hour, | can only say that I was 
deeply — and unexpectedly — moved. While most cave art 
often seems to have been created in a shadowy past very 
remote from us, these somehow convey the impression 
that they were made yesterday. 


Dr Samson feels that the lighting factor provides 
important information about the likely function of these 
works of art. ‘I think the artists knew very well that the 
etchings would hardly be visible except early in the 
moming. We can therefore deduce that the chamber was 
used for rituals involving animal worship, and that they 
were conducted just after dawn, as a preliminary to the 
day's hunting.’ 


However, such ideas are controversial in the world of 
archaeology and human origins. Dr Olivia Caruthers of the 
Reardon Institute remains unconvinced that the function 
of the etchings at Church Hole can be determined with 
any certainty. ‘When we know so little about the social life 
of early humans, it would be foolish to insist on any rigid 
interpretation. We should, in my view, begin by tentatively 
assuming that their creators were motivated in part by 
aesthetic considerations — while of course being prepared 
to modify this verdict at a later date, if and when new 
evidence emerges.’ 


To which I can only add that | felt deeply privileged to 
have been able to view Church Hole. It is a site of 
tremendous importance culturally and is part of the 
heritage, not only of this country, but the world as a whole.

A Opera Recital 

For the first of our ‘home performances’ we decided 
on opera, a form of art that especially moves me. The 
other art form that I adore - ballet - could hardly be 
performed in the confined space of a normal house, no 
matter how much ingenuity was employed! My wife 
and I were particularly looking forward to the 
performance by Footstool Opera, a touring company 
that specialises in mounting productions in confined 
spaces, often coming up with a programme to order as 
suits the occasion. When I was planning the event, I 
imagined the opera company would bring with them a 
high-quality sound system of some sort to provide 
musical accompaniment, but the manager informed 
me that all they required was ‘a piano in good working 
order’. I hastily arranged for our ancient upright to be 
tuned, and to my relief, pianist Antonia Holmes 
pronounced it entirely satisfactory when she tested 
the instrument before the performance. We had made 
it clear that no particular requirements would be 
imposed upon the performers, so they gave us a 
medley of familiar pieces from popular operas, and 
my daughter - who had previously been of the view 
that opera was unspeakably idiotic — was entranced. If 
I were to be brutally honest, I would have to say that 
the performers, apart from one tenor, were not in the 
top class. But I don’t imagine many people would 
notice this, and it certainly didn’t detract from our 
enjoyment of the evening.

Having grown up with that curiously British 
phenomenon of puppet theatre, the Punch and Judy 
show, I was determined to find one of the traditional 
practitioners of the art and secure his services, Alas, 
times have changed. There was once a time when no 
seaside resort in the country was complete without a 
Punch and Judy show on the pier, but today puppet 
theatre of this sort can hardly compete with video 
games at holiday resorts. Besides, who can afford to

work only during the summer months? Consequently, 
there are, according to the theatrical agencies I 
contacted, none of the old-fashioned puppeteers left. 
However, I did manage to find a puppet theatre 
company called Little Man Theatre that included 
traditional Punch and Judy shows in its repertoire, so I 
went ahead and booked them. They arrived with a 
surprising number of boxes and cases. Naively, I had 
expected a miniature theatre to require a minimal 
amount of equipment. In this case, the size of the 
venue did indeed present a problem, though the nature 
of the difficulty was the reverse of what I had feared. 
We actually had some trouble making out the words of 
the crocodile character, largely — I suspect — because 
William Daniels, one of the two puppeteers, was 
suffering from a terrible cold, complete with high fever 
and a voice virtually reduced to a croak. Like a true 
pro, though, he struggled through the performance 
bravely. And once the first act was under way, I began 
to appreciate why so many props were needed. This 
wasn’t Punch and Judy as I remembered it but a 
twenty-first century version of the story, requiring a 
staggering number of scene changes. A breathtaking 
performance, and though I felt sad at the demise of the 
old-time favourites, our children enjoyed it immensely. 


C Jazz Concert 

I had initially set myself the task of finding performers 
of whom I knew absolutely nothing, simply by sitting 
down with the Yellow Pages, when a colleague of my 
wife’s started raving about a particular jazz ensemble. 
It seemed churlish to do otherwise than engage them 
and The Hot Jazz Quintet turned out to be a group of 
highly professional musicians who appeared to make a 
point of being scrupulously polite and tidy. It was as 
though the stereotype image of the egocentric 
musician were being overturned in front of my very 
eyes: a surprising experience for anyone old enough to 
have seen The Who smash their instruments live 
onstage several decades ago. 
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Despite being in such close proximity to the 
musicians, it had not occurred to me that we would be 
required to adopt a more active role until the 
saxophone player handed my son a set of bongo 
drums and invited him to join in. As luck would have 
it, Mike is a percussionist with his school orchestra, 
and he was able to acquit himself creditably, to the 
delight of the professionals performing for us. Not 
being a connoisseur of this type of music myself, I had 
frankly not been prepared to enjoy this evening as 
much as the other members of my family. This 
perhaps makes it more of a tribute to the Quintet that 
I found myself getting quite carried away by the 
intricate rhythms and spectacular solos. 


D Murder Mystery Theatre 

We invited Murder Incorporated, a theatre company 
that specialises in murder mysteries, to perform Death 
Calls for us, and to those of you who have not been 
initiated in the workings of ‘murder mystery theatre’, 
a word of explanation is needed. This is no ordinary 
production. In fact, one could claim that it doesn’t 
really come under the category of theatre at all, and it 
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is not normally presented on a stage, either. The basic 
idea is that a murder is ‘committed’ just out of sight of 
the audience. After the ‘body’ is found, the task of the 
audience is to work out who the murderer is by 
following up on certain clues. 


A few moments after the actors had arrived, when we 
were still under the impression that preparations were 
being made for the performance, a piercing scream 
caused us all to rush out into the hall. There we 
stumbled — literally — over a body oozing fake blood 
that was so convincing it almost caused my wife to 
faint. Yes, it had started. As we followed the actors 
around the house for scenes in various locations, we 
tried to work out who the murderer could be. It was a 
fascinating experience, and I have to report that my 
wife proved to be a brilliant sleuth, solving the 
mystery in record time. Death Calls was a masterpiece 
of condensed theatre that had me fondly recalling a 
production of 2001, A Space Odyssey at the Edinburgh 
Fringe Festival, which featured a cast of two, an 
audience of two and an old car as the venue. Highly 
recommended.

Thousands of the world’s languages are dying, taking to 
the grave not just words but records of civilisations and 
cultures that we may never come to fully know or 
understand. It is a loss of which few people are aware, 
yet it will affect us all. Linguists have calculated that of 
the 6,000 languages currently spoken worldwide most 
will disappear over the next hundred years. As many as 
1,000 languages have died in the past 400 years.

These people say 
things to each other which are very different from the 
things we say, and think very different thoughts, which 
are often incomprehensible to us.’

Documenting a threatened language can be difficult 
and dangerous, requiring consummate diplomacy with 
tribes, some of which may be meeting outsiders for the 
first time and may well be wary about why these 
strangers need so much information about their 
language. ‘Some peoples are extremely proud of their 
language while others are sceptical of the “white man’ 
believing he now wants to rob them of their language 
as well’ says Kortlandt. 


Take, for example, the vast potential for modern 
medicine that lies within tropical rainforests. For 
centuries forest tribes have known about the healing 
properties of certain plants, but it is only recently that 
the outside world has discovered that the rainforests 
and coral reefs hold potential cures for some of the 
world's major diseases. All this knowledge could be lost 
if the tribes and their languages die out without being 
documented.

Kortlandt knows a language is disappearing when 
the younger generation does not use it any more. 
When a language is spoken by fewer than forty 
people, he calculates that it will die out. Every now 
and then language researchers get lucky. 
Kamassian, a southern Samoyed language spoken 
in the Upper Yenisey region of Russia, was 
supposed to have died out, until two old women 
who still spoke it turned up at a conference in 
Tallinn, Estonia in the early 1970s. 


According to the Atlas of Languages, Chinese is 
now spoken by 1,000 million people and English by 
350 million. Spanish, spoken by 250 million people, 
is fast overtaking French as the first foreign 
language choice of British schoolchildren. 


Kortlandt is one of several linguists who have 
sounded the alarm that humankind is on the brink 
of losing over fifty percent of its languages within 
the next generation or two. ‘This loss may be 
unavoidable in most cases, says one authority, ‘but 
at the very least, we can record as much as we can 
of these endangered languages before they die out 
altogether. Such an undertaking would naturally 
require support from international organisations, 
not to mention funding’

C 7 he basic story is very old indeed and 
CS familiar to most of us. The heroine, 
Cinderella, is treated cruelly by her 
stepmother and mocked by her two ugly stepsisters. 
And even though her father loves her, she can’t tell 
him how unhappy she is because her stepmother has 
bewitched him. One day Cinderella’s stepmother and 
stepsisters are invited to a ball at the royal palace. 
Cinderella is told she cannot go and is 
understandably very unhappy. However, her fairy 
godmother comes to the rescue and, waving her 
magic wand, produces some beautiful clothes for 
Cinderella as well as a carriage to convey her to the 
ball. There, she dances with the handsome prince, 
who falls in love with her, not only because she is 
beautiful but also because she is good and gracious. 
Cinderella has been warned that the magic will wear 
off at midnight, so when the clock strikes twelve, she 
hurries away, leaving behind her a glass slipper. Next 
day, the prince, smitten by her charms, comes looking 
for the girl whose foot fits the glass slipper. He finds 
Cinderella and they marry amid general rejoicing. 


Just a sweet, pretty tale? Not in the view of Ellen 
MacIntosh, who has written extensively about fairy 
tales. ‘This story features the stock, two-dimensional 
characters of most fairy tales, and little character 
development is attempted,’ she says. Indeed, 
although her comment does make one wonder why 
simplicity of this sort should be out of place in a 
story for children. Be that as it may, Ellen’s main 
problem is with what the story implies. ‘Instead of 
standing up to her cruel stepmother and absurd 
stepsisters, Cinderella just waits for a fairy 
godmother to appear and solve her problems. But 
wouldn’t you want a daughter of yours to show more 
spirit?’ 


The story is enduring, whatever its shortcomings, and 
it doesn’t take much in the way of analytical skills to 
see its influence on a number of recent Hollywood 
productions, all aimed at girls aged five to fifteen. In 
these versions for the silver screen, the Cinderella 
character no longer has to clean the house and has no 
siblings to make her life a misery, though she persists 
in not showing much backbone. The character of the 
rich and handsome stranger, however, is retained, 
and in some cases really is a prince. The role of the 
fairy godmother is often played by coincidence or 
sheer luck; we live in an enlightened age when even 
very young children might reject the notion of fairies. 
The wicked stepmother may be transformed into a 
villain of some sort. In the majority of film versions, 
the heroine has a profession and is even permitted to 
continue working after marrying her prince — this is 
the twenty-first century, after all. 


Doesn’t the success of these films indicate that the story 
has relevance to children even today? ‘Yes,’ admits 
Ellen, who sees its message as being rooted in a 
fundamental childhood desire for love and attention. 
‘Most children experience a sense of inner loneliness as 
they are growing up and empathise with the 
protagonist who faces some sort of test or challenge. 
This can be seen in the original story of Cinderella, 
where the fairy godmother tells the heroine that she 
must learn to be gracious and confident if she is to go 
to the ball. She has to grow spiritually, and by 
maturing, she becomes attractive to the prince, thus 
ensuring that the ending of the story will be happy. ‘In 
the later versions, this element is missing,’ says Ellen, 
‘and the theme of the story is simply that a girl’s role in 
life is to be more beautiful than other little girls so that 
she can carry off the prize: the handsome prince. Is this 
really what we want girls to grow up believing?’

As it is, | became a music teacher instead, and in my 
free time I started to dabble in the technical side of 
music production. Then an aunt died, leaving me 
some cash, and I suddenly realised I could finally set 
up my own recording studio! Of course, there is a 
downside to turning a hobby into a career. 1 love my 
job so much that 1 used to work seven days a week, 
but after a while 1 realised 1 was getting burnt out - 
you need to switch off occasionally. My job has 
definitely added depth to the way 1 listen to music; 
now I can really understand why someone's using a 
certain technique or piece of equipment. 


1 studied medicine, but when I finished medical 
school I hada sort of crisis. 1 suddenly knew I couldn't 
go on with it! I'd have been an awful doctor. But | was 
keen on amateur dramatics and 1 enjoyed putting on 
plays at the local youth centre, especially coaching 
budding actors. So 1 started wondering if I could make 
a living from teaching drama. A friend suggested 1 
should set up as a freelance teacher and offer acting 
lessons for children. It was tricky and at first, I 
couldn't work out how to find customers who would 
pay for their children to attend the kind of courses t 
wanted to run. Then someone at an organisation 
called Business Link, which helps people set up their 
own businesses, suggested advertising on the 
Internet! 1 was contacted by a surprising number of 
interested people, and five years down the line I'm 
doing all right. The classes themselves aren't terribly 
lucrative, but I supplement my income by giving talks 
to amateur dramatics societies, writing articles for 
magazines and organising trips to see shows in 
London. It’s not a bad life. 


C When 1 left college I started working in a bank, but 


my heart was never really in it. The problem was 
partly the environment: 1 don’t like working in an 
office. I'm more of an outdoor person — and I'd 
always been crazy about surfing. Well, one summer 
while I was in Cornwall on holiday, I got chatting to 
the owner of a surf shop. He said he wanted to sell up 
and I jumped at the chance to buy the business from 
him! Looking back, 1 can see how lucky 1 was. It’s 
incredibly difficult to set up a shop like that from 
scratch. Besides, being such an avid surfer myself, 1 
assumed a lot of other people must share that interest 
— which isn’t the case! Obvious when you think about 
it, but it took me a while to realise what a naive 
attitude that was. Now that I’ve learnt the ropes, I’m 
thinking either of expanding - more shops, 
managers and so on — or diversifying, perhaps 
producing my own surf boards! I actually think the 
second option is more likely because it’s a subject 
which interests me a lot. 


I'd always been a serious amateur photographer, and 
when 1 left school 1 wanted a job that would allow me 
a lot of free time for my hobby. So I got a job as a waiter, 
working evenings only. Around that time 1 also offered 
to help my uncle out in his studio. He was a 
professional photographer, and I'd go along at the 
weekends and act as general unpaid dogsbody. I got an 
insight into the business, which made me wonder 
whether I too could earn a living from photography. So 
1 saved, set myself up as a professional photographer 
and tried to survive solely on my earnings from selling 
pictures. However, after a while | realised it simply 
wasn't going to happen. So 1 swallowed my pride and 
got some work as a sales representative for one of the 
big camera manufacturers, which takes me round the 
country to trade fairs and so on, demonstrating the 
latest equipment. I'm doing quite well in that line of 
work, although I’ve noticed one odd thing: now that 
my hobby is my work, more or less, I've had to find 
another way to switch off. In fact, I've taken up fishing. 
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E My first job was with an insurance company, but 1 was 


hardly a model employee. I loathed my job, and instead 
of selling insurance, I used to wander around the city’s 
numerous art galleries. 1 have no creative talent of my 
own, but I can recognise it in the work of others. I soon 
picked up quite a lot of knowledge about contemporary 
art. Then one day I got talking to the manager of an art 
gallery. She mentioned a new gallery that was going to 
be opened and suggested I apply for the job of manager. 
At first, 1 was doubtful, but I realised I had nothing to 
lose, so I applied and was asked to go for an interview. I 
think the fact that I was so obviously crazy about art 
impressed the owners. To my surprise, I've turned out to 
be quite a good saleswoman. Of course, most people 
come into the gallery just to look around, but when 
someone shows an interest in one of the works on show, 
I don’t immediately start to persuade them to buy it. 1 
just chat about the work and what makes it interesting 
to me. People feel reassured when they sense your 
enthusiasm. 
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F I wanted to study graphic design when I left school, but 


I didn’t have good enough grades to go on to art school. 
Instead, I got a job in a garage, and for the next ten years 
1 worked as a car mechanic. But while 1 was working, I 
did some evening courses in industrial design and got 
lots of books on the subject. I was interested in the 
practical side of construction, too: I even built a car of my 
own from spare parts. Then I got the idea of building a 
bike — a four-wheel delivery bike — and the next thing 1 
knew, my wife was urging me to set up my own 
company! I had to take a very deep breath before | 
finally took the plunge. I'd done my best to prepare for 
it, taking a course in business management in my spare 
time, and 1 knew I'd be working longer hours for less 
money, at least at first. The big difficulty was the 
uncertainty of not knowing how much would be coming 
in each month. And things were pretty tough for the first 
few years, although I never regretted it. Looking back, 1 
can see that I underestimated the amount of paperwork 
I'd have to do. I somehow thought 1 could just 
concentrate on the nice stuff — designing!

Tve always been keen on environmental matters, but in the seventies, when 
I was growing up, the subject wasn’t discussed as much as it is today. Perhaps 
the problem was just as bad then, but fewer people understood the 
implications of what was going on or realised something ought to be done 
about it. I remember being pleased when laws restricting the use of certain 
pesticides came in. They appeared to signal the start of a vast movement to 
improve the environment, an acknowledgement that all human beings had 
a right to clean air and water. 

With hindsight, I think we were naive. There is much greater awareness of 
environmental issues these days, but I still don’t think enough is being done 
about the problem. And since its a global issue, individual countries can’t 
tackle it by themselves. Reducing damage to the environment really must 
be an international effort. In a paradoxical way, the more we discover about 
the extent of the problem, the less we do about it. This is because problems 
like global warming are so huge that ordinary individuals don’t feel they 
could possibly make any difference. I think that’s the real danger facing us | 
today — that we'll succumb to a feeling of helplessness instead of making a 
concerted effort to make our planet a safer and cleaner place for future 
generations.

On Your Bike 


60 


Every generation has its emblematic 
boy's toy. Once upon a time there was 
the golf cart: a little toy car 
specifically designed for middle-aged 
men too rich to care about looking 
ridiculous. Later came the beach 
buggy, a briefly fashionable, wildly 
impractical, single-terrain vehicle. One 
might include the motorcycle or the 
snowmobile on this list, were they not, 
in certain contexts, quite useful, but 
there is no doubt which pointless 
recreational vehicle has captured the 
imagination of the landed, middle- 
aged celebrity: it's the quad bike. 


What is it about this squat, ungainly, 
easy-to-flip machine that celebrities 
love so much? As recreational vehicles 
go, the quad bike is hardly 
sophisticated. They are to the 
countryside what the jet-ski is to Lake 
Windermere. ‘There's nothing cool 
about a quad, says Simon Tiffin, editor 
of a well-known magazine. ‘It's a 
strange thing to want to hare round 
beautiful bits of the country in a 
petrol-guzzling machine! 


But celebrities love quad bikes. 
Musicians, comedians, DJs, actors and 
sportsmen have all been photographed 
aboard quads. ‘They're the latest rich 
person's toy, says Tiffin. ‘Spoilt 
children get them for Christmas! 
Provided you've got a large estate to 
go with it, however, the quad bike can 
remain a secret indulgence. You can go 


out and tear up your own piece of 
countryside without anyone knowing 
you're doing it. 


The quad bike's nonsensical name - 
‘quad’ means four, but ‘bike’ is an 
abbreviation of ‘bicycle’, which means 
two - that comes to six - hints at its 
odd history. Originally the ATV, or all- 
terrain vehicle, as quads are sometimes 
known, was developed in Japan as a 
three-wheeled farm vehicle, an 
inexpensive mini-tractor that could go 
just about anywhere. In the seventies 
it was launched in America as an off- 
road recreational vehicle. In the 1980s 
the more stable four-wheeled quad was 
officially introduced - enthusiasts had 
been converting their trikes for some 
time - again primarily for farming, but 
its recreational appeal soon became 
apparent. At the same time a market 
for racing models was developing. 


Paul Anderson, a former British quad 
racing champion, says the quad’s 
recreational appeal lies in its potential 
to deliver a safe thrill. ‘It's a mix 
between a motorbike and driving a car; 
when you turn a corner, you've got to 
lean into the corner, and then if the 
ground’s greasy, the rear end slides 
out, he says. ‘Plus they're much easier 
to ride than a two-wheeled motorcycle! 
The quad bike, in short, provides 
middle-aged excitement for men who 
think a Harley might be a bit 
dangerous. Anderson is keen to point 
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out that quad bikes are, in his 
experience, much safer than 
motorcycles. ‘With quad racing it’s very 
rare that we see anybody having an 
accident and getting injured; he says. 
‘In the right hands, personally, I think 
a quad bike is a very safe recreational 
vehicle, he adds. 


Outside of racing, quad bikes are 
growing in popularity and injuries have 
trebled in the last five years. Although 
retailers offer would-be purchasers 
basic safety instructions and 
recommend that riders wear gloves, 
helmets, goggles, boots and elbow 
pads, there is no licence required to 
drive a quad bike and few ways to 
encourage people to ride them wisely. 
Employers are required to provide 
training to workers who use quad 
bikes, but there is nothing to stop 
other buyers hurting themselves. 


For the rest of the world, quad bikes 
are here to stay. They feature heavily in 
the programmes of holiday activity 
centres, they have all but replaced the 
tractor as the all-purpose agricultural 
workhorse and now police constables 
ride them while patrolling the 
Merseyside coastline. It has more or 
less usurped the beach buggy, the dirt 
bike and the snowmobile; anywhere 
they can go the quad bike can. They 
even race them on ice. You can’t drive 
round Lake Windermere on one, or at 
least nobody's tried it yet. Just wait.

A Lost and Found by Peter Osgood 
Ages 10+ 


Anje was abandoned by her mother as a baby and 
has grown up with foster parents, but now she 
resolves to track down the mother who deserted 
her. Osgood avoids all the traps inherent in a tale 
of family life, refusing to describe events in such 
a way as to justify the adults’ actions. Instead, he 
portrays the situation as Anje herself experiences 
it, with stunning insight and accuracy, producing 
a moving and hard-hitting story. What is more, 
there is plenty of action to keep you turning the 
pages, and the breathtaking finale comes right 
out of the bluc. Sensitive youngsters may find the 
subject emotionally haunting, but by this age 
children should be able to cope with the issues 
handled here. Highly recommended. 


B Bird Fly Away by Helen Hunter-Smith 
Ages 8-11 


Children may well be natural conservationists, 
enchanted by floppy bunnies and cute doggies, 
but rather than simply exploit this yearning for 
anthropomorphic animals, Hunter-Smith has 
decided to tackle head-on the whole problem of 
how we treat animals in western society. The 
story revolves around a farm where Cal lives with 
his parents, who are desperately trying to get 
away from the countryside and move to the big 
city. The haunting pictures of the dilapidated 
farm buildings and scruffy animals are just one of 
the outstanding features in this first novel, but 
perhaps the major attraction of Bird Fly Away is 
that it refuses to compromise in its portrayal of 
poverty-stricken farmers and neglected animals. 
This enables young readers to understand fully 
the awkward issues facing the grown-ups in this 
world, though there is a tribute to the genre of 
fairy tales in the shape of a happy ending. A fine 
work with scrious undertones. 


C Cuddle by Seth Ashton 
Ages 0-4 


Everyone likes a cuddle; that’s the premise of this 
charming, chunky book for the very young. Even 
toddlers who show no interest in the usual baby 
bathtime books will be entranced by the delightful 
narrative. In fact, this book could hardly be 
bettered as an introduction to the world of stories. 
As Eddy the Baby Elephant wanders sadly through 
the jungle in search of his parents, he encounters 
all sorts of adorable creatures, from Harold the 
Hippo to Tim the Toothy Tiger, and each of them 
sends him on his way with a nice cuddle. All Eddy 
has to learn to do is ask for a cuddle — and be 
prepared to return the favour and give someone 
else a cuddle when asked to do so. The sparse text 
is cleverly interwoven with the line drawings in 
such as way as to encourage reading without being 
too overtly didactic. 


D Step Aside by Diana Courtland 
Ages 8-11 


Having grown up in an orphanage, Bob can only 
imagine what normal family life is like, and he 
indulges in these fantasies whenever his drab reality 
becomes too depressing. Problems begin to emerge 
when he discovers he is slipping in and out of his 
imaginary world without realising it — and then he 
finds he can’t control which world he is living in. 
This powerful and original tale demonstrates with 
stunning clarity how strongly we can be drawn into 
our fantasies and what an uncomfortable (and 
ultimately terrifying) experience it can be. While 
Courtland clearly has talent as a writer, the younger 
members of the target market for this work may 
find the subject matter too unsettling. After all, she 
is really hinting at the psychological basis of a wide 
range of mental problems, not to mention abuse of 
alcohol and narcotics. If this marketing mismatch 
could be addressed, the book would deserve 
unreserved praise. 
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E Not in Time by Laura Rose 


Ages &-11 


Child psychologists tell us that round about the 
age of six or seven most children are gripped by 
an interest in the phenomenon of time, though 
the extent to which they articulate this naturally 
varies. Books and films for older children (and 
adults) that deal with time travel indicate just 
how, well, timeless, that interest is. Laura Rose’s 
third book once again features her popular 
protagonist, Heather Hornet, who discovers an 
old garden that is a portal to a world of the future. 
As Heather ventures backwards and forwards in 
time, she Icarns fascinating details about life in 
different epochs, cach of which is entirely 
plausible and very real. The writer also dares to 
address the thorny but fascinating philosophical 
question of whether a visitor from the future who 
changes the past could thereby nullify his own 
existence. To discover what conclusion Rosc 
comes to, you will have to buy the book! 


Colour My World by Ashton Lyle 
Ages 2-5 


My three-year-old nicce loved this book, though 1 
can’t promise that every three-year-old will feel the 
same way. This is the story of the little boy 
who absolutely refuses to paint pictures in his 
nursery class. In a clever touch we see how the 
pictures themselves feel (neglected, since you ask) 
when Viji only paints them under extreme pressure. 
But a new teacher at nursery school brings out the 
artist in Viji by helping make his pictures come to 
life for him, showing him what they think and fecl. 
So the moral here is that even though grown-ups 
want you to do something that you yourself have 
no desire to do, you might still cnjoy it if you give 
it a go. A uscful message for every child who is 
unwilling to try something new because of doubts 
about his or her ability. 
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G The Ghost at Number 54 by Fred Wilmot 
Ages 8-11 


This marvellous tale manages to make England 
in the 1950s seem like an interesting place — and 
as somcone who was growing up there at the 
time, I can only say this is a huge tribute to the 
writer’s skills! Wilmot captures brilliantly the 
drabness and grey uniformity, but also the quaint 
quality of life in that decade. Against this 
backdrop he tells the story of Alice and John as 
it slowly dawns on them that their house, number 
54 Mafeking Place, is haunted. One striking 
quality in this work is Wilmot’s ability to 
demonstrate what is going on in the minds of the 
adults in the story — without talking down to his 
young readers, as so many writers do. 1 won’t 
reveal how the tale ends, except to remark that 
we were very fond of happy endings in the 1950s. 


H The Enchanted Tree by Samantha Carson 
Ages [1+ 


Thc tree in this story is not just enchanted in the 
figurative sense of the word: Haball the wizard 
has actually cast a spell over it, and this means 
that nobody must look at the old oak. Everyone 
in the village knows this, for such matters arc 
common in this medieval world of witches, 
wizards and spells. Everyone except Arthur, that 
is, for Arthur is the son of a travelling musician 
who is passing through the village. We learn what 
happens to Arthur when he looks at the tree, and 
as in her first novel, Carson depicts brilliantly the 
isolation of childhood, the sensation that 
everyone except you knows the rules of the game. 
A gripping read that will be popular with boys 
and girls alike.

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Goodbye to Bip 


Marcer Marceau, that master of illusion through mime, whose chalk-faced 
character Bip is known and loved in all corners of the globe, has died in his home 
in France, aged 84. 


For over fifty years, he brought magic to the stage, captivating audiences with his 
extraordinary performances. Within seconds of walking onto an empty stage, he 
would create a whole scene with breathtaking precision. He was poctry in 
motion, his body movements speaking volumes to people the world over in a 
universal language which knew no racial or cultural boundaries. This made him 
accessible to a wider audience than almost any other theatrical artist. When 
interviewed once in the United States, Marceau said of himself: ‘Mostly 1 think 
of human situations for my work, not local mannerisms. There is no French way 
of laughing and no American way of crying. My subjects try to reveal the 
fundamental essences of humanity.” 


And they did just that. Touring the world many times, Marceau performed in 
over eighty countries, clocking an average of over two hundred and fifty 
performances a year. During the course of his long career, Marceau wrote and 
directed many mimodramas and acted in several films, but he is best 
remembered for his solo stage performances as the lovable character Bip, who 
was based on Pip, a character in Charles Dickens’ novel Great Expectations. 
Marceau was inspired by both the great novelist and Charlie Chaplin, star of the 
silent movies, for both were champions of the downtrodden, the have-nots, the 
little people. Just as the moustache, enormous boots and walking stick of the 
tramp became Chaplin’s trademark, so the white face, battered top hat and 
slightly bemused, childlike expression of Bip became Marceau’s.

The world’s biggest wind farms are currently being 
constructed off the coast of Britain after a major policy 
decision by the government to invest time and money in 
renewable forms of energy. When the entire project is 
finished, it is estimated that almost cight percent of the 
electricity that the country needs will be gencrated in this 
way. 


The way ahead is not without its problems, however. There 
have been a large number of complaints about wind farms on 
land, with critics maintaining that the tall towers and 
gigantic blades are an eyesore.

This is in line with the target the government set itself 
of producing ten percent of Britain's electricity from 
renewables — wind power being the most significant of 
these — by the year 2010. Environmental groups have 
hailed the governments commitment and are 
claiming that the future is definitely looking greener 
as far as energy is concerned.

Facing the Music 


Declan Mayes, President of the 
Music Buyers Association, is furious 
at a recent announcement by the 
recording industry concerning 
people downloading MP3 music files 
from the Internet. Of course, there 
are files that can be downloaded 
legally for a small charge, but the 
uproar is not about these: it is about 
illegal downloads, which constitute 
an undoubted infringement of 
copyright. However, there is a great 
deal of controversy over whether the 
people who indulge in this activity 
should be regarded as actual 
criminals. 


A few parallels may be instructive. If 
someone copies an audio music 
cassette for their own private use, 
they are, strictly speaking, breaking 
the law. But recording companies 
have usually tumed a blind eye to 
this practice because prosecuting the 
few people involved would be 
difficult, and the financial loss to the 
company itself is not considered 
significant. At the other end of the 
scale, there are criminals who make 
illegal copies of CDs and sell them for 
a profit. This is far more serious, and 
the industry actively pursues and 
Pprosecutes pirates. Now the Music 
Recording Association has 
announced that it regards individuals 
downloading music from the Internet 
as pirates, claiming that they damage 
the industry in just the same way. 
‘The industry is completely over- 
reacting; it'll be a laughing stock,’ 


says Mayes. ‘They're going to arrest 
some teenager downloading files in 
his bedroom — and sue him for 
thousands of dollars! This isn’t going 
to frighten anyone into buying CDs.’ 


Mayes may have a point. There is a 
general consensus that CD pirates 
should be subjected to the full wrath 
of the law, but few would see an 
individual downloading music for his 
or her own pleasure in the same 
light. However, downloading music 
files illegally is not as innocuous as 
making private copies of audio 
cassettes. The scratchy, distorted 
cassette copy is a poor version of the 
original recording, whereas an MP3 
file is of high quality and can be 
stored — on a CD, for example. It is 
this that makes the practice a 
powerful temptation for music fans, 
given the high cost of CDs. 


What does Mayes think about claims 
that music companies could be 
forced out of business by people 
downloading music illegally? That's 
nonsense. Music companies are 
always whining about high costs, but 
that doesn’t prevent them from 
recording hundreds of CDs by 
completely unknown artists, many of 
whom are “packaged” by marketing 
departments to appeal to young 
consumers. The companies are 
simply hoping that one of these new 
bands or singers will be a hit, and 
although it can be expensive to 
promote new artists, the cost of 
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manufacturing the CDs is actually 
very low.’ 


This last point would appear to be the 
focus of resentment against music 
companies: a CD is far cheaper to 
Produce than its price in the shops 
would indicate, and profit margins for 
the music companies are huge. An 
adult with a reasonable income may 
not object to paying £15 for a CD of 
classical music, but a teenager buying 
a CD by the latest pop sensation may 
find that price rather steep - 
especially since the latest pop 
sensation is almost certain to be 
forgotten within a few months. And 
while the recording industry can’t be 
held responsible for the evanescent 
nature of fame, given the teenage 
appetite for anything novel, it could 
lower the prices it charges — 
especially since technology is making 
CDs even cheaper to produce. 


This is what Mayes hopes will 
happen. ‘If the music industry stops 
exploiting the music-buying public, it 
can survive. Everyone would rather 
buy a CD, with an attractive jacket 
and booklet, than mess around 
downloading files, but the price has 
to be reasonable. The problem isn’t 
going to vanish if the industry carries 
on trying to make a quick profit. 
Technology has caught up with the 
music companies, and trying to fight 
it by taking people to court will only 
earn money for the lawyers.’ A 
frightening thought.

A Megan Fields 


Megan Fields lives in rural Hertfordshire, just 
outside a small village. In recent years the bus 
service in the village has improved, and there 
is also a good link now to the nearest town. 
Consequently, she uses a car mainly to 
commute to her office almost forty miles away. 
Megan works normal office hours, Mondays to 
Fridays, and this means she has to make a 
round trip of very nearly eighty miles a day in 
the enervating rush-hour traffic. However, 
since the latest increases in the price of fuel, 
she and her husband feel they have to think 
more carefully about car maintenance costs. 


Megan was forced to purchase a new car only a 
short while ago: she was recently involved in a 
collision with a lorry. It was an unequal 
contest, and Megan’s car was a write-off. 
Fortunately, nobody was badly hurt, but Megan 
was shaken by the experience. She promised 
herself that her next car would have more 
robust bodywork in case anything like that 
ever happens again. Since their old car had 
been on its last legs anyway, she and her 
husband had been looking at the options 
available on the market even before the crash, 
and they had narrowed the choice down to 
three or four models. Before they made their 
final decision, they took a number of other 
factors into consideration. They wanted a car 
that would be fuel-efficient and that would 
produce as few harmful emissions as possible. 
Megan left the choice of car to her husband; she 
claims she is ignorant of the technical issues 
involved and has no desire to learn. She 
stresses that she would rather be able to 
manage without a car at all. However, given 
their circumstances, doing without a car does 
not appear to be a viable option. 


Vera Aziz 

Vera is one of the growing number of people 
who have purchased an SUV - a sports utility 
vehicle. In her view, there is something very 
reassuring about the height of the vehicle, 


which places the driver and passengers above 
the majority of other road users. Though she 
has no statistics to back up her opinion, she is 
convinced that this means she would be far 
better off in an accident. There is another 
practical factor at work in her choice of vehicle: 
her SUV seats eight people quite comfortably, 
and she needs this room since she regularly 
ferries her two daughters and their four friends 
to and from ballet classes. 


Vera says that a car is an absolute necessity for 
her. Public transport in the part of Surrey 
where she lives is woefully inadequate and 
there is no school bus, so when the weather is 
bad she has to drive the children to their school 
nearby. About once a fortnight she and her 
husband go up to London for the day and they 
need the car to get them to the local train 
station. Otherwise, she admits, the car stays in 
the garage most of the time. When asked about 
what influenced her choice of vehicle, she is 
unequivocal: safety was the crucial point, and 
she imagines that this is the case for the vast 
majority of women. 


Sue Henderson 

The new charges for drivers entering inner 
London, coupled with exhorbitant parking fees 
throughout the capital, means that the 
situation has changed for Sue. She says she 
would far rather take the train to the city 
instead of driving in from Faversham in Kent, 
so these days she mostly uses the car to stock 
up with groceries from the local supermarket 
on Friday evenings. But there has been 
another more radical change in her driving 
habits over the past few months. Some good 
neighbours of hers, who only used their car 
very occasionally, were thinking of buying a 
new one, and Sue suggested that instead of 
going to the expense and trouble this would 
involve, they should just use hers whenever 
they wanted to. Sue says that some careful 
planning is required to make this arrangement 
work smoothly, but it has resulted in 
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considerable savings for everyone concerned. 
She also makes the point that a scheme like 
this works best if people are rclaxed about the 
car they drive and don’t insist on a spotlessly 
clean high-performance model. Sue’s present 
car is fairly old, large and sturdy — one of the 
Scandinavian models that offer their owners a 
sense of security. She is rather dismissive of 
SUVs, which she doesn’t consider particularly 
safe. This is because she read somewhere that 
they can roll over quite easily. Furthermore, 
they are a danger to cyclists because SUV 
drivers tend not to notice them. Sue also has 
strong opinions about the jokey stereotype of 
the bad woman driver, which she regards as 
absolute nonsense. She is similarly dismissive 
of the idea that men are natural born drivers, 
claiming that statistics prove the opposite, and 
that men cause far more accidents than 
women, especially serious ones. 


D Heather Adams 


Four years ago Heather Adams’s husband 
injured his leg in an accident which left him 
unable to drive. Heather herself then 
reluctantly took charge of the car, not only 
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driving it but also making sure it was serviced 
regularly and generally looking after it. The 
Adams's children are still very young, so 
Heather is the only one in the family who uses 
the car now. In fact, she only passed her driving 
test three and a half years ago, so she had little 
practical experience with vehicles of any kind 
until then. Their present car is the only one she 
has ever driven, apart from the car at the 
driving school when she was learning to drive. 
She says she never expected to get such 
enormous pleasure from sitting behind the 
wheel, and believes that learning to drive gave 
her a sense of independence and confidence 
that she lacked when she was younger. She 
regards a car as an essential part of her life 
now — public transport in the northern city 
where she lives is unreliable and not 
convenient for her needs. 


Her husband has clearly influenced her views 
on road safety. He believes it is important to be 
able to put your foot down and accelerate away 
from trouble. Heather agrees and clearly 
relishes driving a car with a powerful engine. 
For her, this would be a prime consideration if 
she were to buy another car.

S* roots of astrology are probably as old as humanity's first attempts to 
map the heavens. The oldest astrological records we know of come 
from Babylon, and astrology clearly played an important role in the life of Ancient 
Egypt, Greece and Rome. In fact, most cultures throughout history have believed 
that the stars influence our lives, and to judge by the avidity with which modern- 
day Britons scan the pages of newspapers for their daily horoscope, astrology is 
as popular today as ever it was. In fact, astrology is big business, and top 
astrologers with regular pages in newspapers and magazines earn huge annual 
incomes. Even the new technologies have been pressed into service; astrological 
web sites are visited by millions every day, and not just by the gullible or 
uneducated. There are students studying science at university who admit to 
believing that one’s star sign determines personality. Hard-headed businessmen 
have been known to pay for astrological predictions about the rise and fall of the 
stock market, and a few years ago it emerged that one large bank was using 
astrology to help manage its five billion pound investment portfolio. Nor is it a 
secret that several politicians have relied on astrologers to provide insight into 
matters of state — believers include former American President Ronald Reagan. 
Even former British Prime Minister Margaret Thatcher once told MPs: ‘I was born 
under the sign of Libra; it follows that | am well-balanced.’ 


But surely it is an irony that in our technological age so many people continue to 
put their faith in astrologers. After all, we are living in a period of history when 
science seems to have provided answers to many of the riddles and mysteries of 
nature. Paradoxically, however, the resultant mechanistic view of life has caused 
many to feel that their life has no purpose, a state of affairs also reflected by the 
decline in formal religious observance. Is this, perhaps, why growing numbers of 
people are turning to astrology with such fervour? Are they simply exhibiting a 
natural human longing for some meaning in their life?

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Nicholas Culpeper 


Nicholas Culpeper is best remembered today as the author of the book 
commonly known as ‘Culpeper’s Herbal’, which was published in 1653. 
What is not so well known about this accomplished healer is that he 
was also an astrologer. 


In Culpeper's time, it was common practice for medicine to be linked 
with astrology, and had been for at least 2000 years. People saw 
astrology as directly affecting the efficacy of plants’ healing properties. 
Thus, healers of the day were often also skilled astrologers. No doubt 
for this reason, after completing a long apprenticeship to an 
apothecary, where he learned about the healing properties of herbs, 
Culpeper went to work with the astrologer William Lilly in 1635. Lilly 
taught him a great deal about medical astrology, and greatly 
influenced his future work. Culpeper’s philosophy was built on a 
combination of astrological and Greco-Arabic medical principles. 


Believing that medical knowledge should be made available to 
whoever was interested, Culpeper made himself unpopular with the 
medical establishment of the day by writing and publishing guides in 
English rather than Latin, in which he outlined the principles of 
medical astrology and the use of medicinal herbs in healing. 
‘Culpeper’s Herbal’ was based on these principles, and was seen as a 
definitive work on herbal medicine for more than 250 years. Today, 
some astrologers still adhere to his philosophy. They argue that by 
studying an individual’s natal chart in detail, it is possible to evaluate 
his or her tendency towards illness, and the body’s ability to heal itself. 


Although the development of Western conventional medicine has 
destroyed much of medical astrology’s public credibility, the growing 
interest in alternative medicine such as acupuncture and homeopathy 
could stimulate a revival of interest in the subject.

‘We cannot just put up fences to try and separate the apes 
from people, says one official. ‘Great apes play a key role 
in maintaining the health and diversity of tropical forests 
which people depend on. They disperse seeds throughout 
the forests, for example, and create light gaps in the forest 
canopy which allow seedlings to grow and replenish the 
forest ecosystem: 


The future looks equally bleak for the other African apes. 
Two chimpanzee species, Pan troglodytes and Pon paniscus 
(the bonobo or pigmy chimpanzee), are found in twenty- 
one African countries, but their populations are very small 
compared to the size of their potential range. There may be 
only 105,000 Pan troglodytes, and fewer than 20,000 
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It remains to be seen whether the great apes will fare any 
better than the dodo, or whether they will soon only 
survive in 2005 as sad reminders of our inhumanity. Time, 
which is fast running out, will tell. 


A Another official has said: ‘It’s basic arithmetic: the 
multiplication of threats to the great apes, the 
division of their habitats, the subtraction of overall 
ape numbers. To get the sums right, he added, would 
take the combined efforts of two UN agencies, four 
wildlife conventions and eighteen non-governmental 
organisations to raise awareness, funds and ‘our 
conservation game to stop the great apes becoming 
history. 


B The UN first sounded an alarm about the rapidly 
dwindling numbers of great apes in 2001 and appealed 
for funds. But by last year, researchers on the ground 
had begun to reveal an even more ominous pattern of 
loss. They found that ape numbers in Africa had been 
slashed by logging, hunting and disease. 


C ‘The clock is standing at one minute to midnight for 
the great apes, animals that share more than 96% of 
their DNA with humans, said Klaus Topfer, the head of 
the UN environment programme. ‘If we lose any great 
ape species, we will be destroying a bridge to our own 
origins, and with it part of our own humanity: He 
called the sum required ‘the bare minimum we need, 
the equivalent of providing a dying man with bread 
and water’. 


To survive and breed, the great apes need undisturbed 
forest. But such earthly edens are becoming 
increasingly scarce. Logging, slash and burn 
agriculture and the ever-increasing pressure by human 
populations are taking their toll, and unfortunately, 
political instability and war have also had a 
devastating effect. 


UN agencies, conservation organisations, donor 
countries and officials from twenty-three African and 
south-east Asian nations have been meeting in Paris 
to work on survival strategies. Researchers have begun 
to use European satellite studies to measure forest 
destruction, and Unesco officials are working to 
improve law enforcement in African national parks. 


It is hoped that similar fund-raising activities will also 
prove effective in this case. Since the funds required 
have not been allocated by the UN as yet, it remains 
to be seen exactly how much will have to be supplied 
by private means. But it is likely to be a significant 
amount. 


In one population studied, researchers knew of 140 
gorillas. After an outbreak of the Ebola virus, they 
could only find seven alive. ‘The stark truth is that if 
we do not act decisively, our children may live in a 
world without wild apes, they reported.

The Land under the Sea 


Underwater maps reveal hidden history 


Ten thousand years ago, as the last ice age drew to a 
close, sea levels around the world were far lower than 
they are today. Much of the land under the North Sea 
and the English Channel was part of a huge region of 
forests and grassy plains, where herds of horses and 
reindeer roamed free and people lived in villages by 
the lakes and rivers. Then the climate gradually 
became warmer (a phenomenon certainly not 
confined to our own age!) and the water trapped in 
glaciers and ice caps was released. This ancient land 
was submerged in the resulting deluge and all that 
remains to tell us that it was once lush and verdant — 
and inhabited - is the occasional stone tool, harpoon 
or mammoth tusk brought up from the sea bed by 
fishing boats. 


Now the development of advanced sonar technology, 
known as bathymetry, is making it possible to study 
this flooded landscape in extraordinary detail. A 
special echo sounder is fixed to the bottom of a 
survey vessel, and it makes wide sweeps across the 
sea bed. While previous devices have only been able 
to produce two-dimensional images, bathymetry 
makes use of computers, satellite positioning devices 
and special software to create accurate and 
remarkably detailed maps. For the first time an 
ancient river bed leaps out of the three-dimensional 
image, complete with rocky ledges rising up from the 
bottom of the valley. The sites of pre-historic 
settlements can now be pinpointed, and it is also 
possible to see in stunning detail the sunken 
shipwrecks that litter this part of the sea bed. 


According to archaeologist Dr Linda Andrews, this 
technological development is of huge significance. 
‘We now have the ability to map the sea bed of the 
Channel and the North Sea as accurately as we can 
map dry land; she says. She is, however, scathing 
about the scale of government funding for such 
projects. ‘We have better images of Mars and Venus 
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than of two-thirds of our own planet! In view of the 
fact that Britain is a maritime nation, and the sea has 
had such a massive influence on us, it’s an absolute 
scandal that we know so little about the area just off 
our shores!’ 


Once bathymetric techniques have identified sites 
where people might have built their homes and 
villages, such as sheltered bays, cliffs with caves and 
the shores of freshwater lakes, divers could be sent 
down to investigate further. Robot submarines could 
also be used, and researchers hope they will find 
stone tools and wood from houses (which survives far 
longer in water than on dry land) as proof of human 
activity. The idea of Britain as a natural island kingdom 
will be challenged by these findings: Britain has been 
inhabited for about 500,000 years, and for much of 
this time it has been linked on and off to continental 
Europe. It remains to be seen how far this new 
awareness is taken on board among our ‘island’ 
people. 


In fact, the use of bathymetry scanners will not be 
limited to the study of lost landscapes and ancient 
settlements. It will also be vital in finding shipwrecks. 
Records show that there are about 44,000 shipwrecks 
off the shores of Britain, but there is good reason to 
believe that the real figure is much higher. In addition, 
commercial applications are a real possibility. 
Aggregates for the construction industry are 
becoming increasingly expensive, and bathymetry 
scanners could be used to identify suitable sites for 
quarrying this material. However, mapping the sea 
bed will also identify places where rare plants and 
shellfish have their homes. Government legislation 
may prevent digging at such sites, either to extract 
material for a profit or to make the water deeper: there 
are plans to dredge parts of the English Channel to 
provide deeper waterways for massive container 
ships.

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Tell us Something 
about Yourself 


Being interviewed for a job can be a stressful 
experience. We asked six people what they learnt 
from being in that situation. 


A My first interview for a job taught me a great deal. 1 
was applying for the position of junior account 
executive in an advertising company, which 
involves dealing with clients on a face-to-face basis. 
It follows that you have to be good at interpersonal 
skills, and unfortunately, that’s not the impression I 
gave. Like a lot of people, I tend to babble when I'm 
nervous. The interviewer began by asking me to say 
something about myself, and 1 started talking about 
my hobbies. But I got carried away and went off at 
a tangent, which made a bad impression. The other 
lesson I learnt was that if you are asked what your 
weaknesses are, you really shouldn't be evasive. 
You could mention a weakness that can also be a 
strength. For example, being pedantic is not always 
a bad thing in certain circumstances, and you 
should explain how you cope with that weakness, 
but you have to say something. 


B In my present job I have to interview applicants, and 
I can offer a few general tips. Firstly, a candidate 
should not learn a speech off by heart; you will 
come across as insincere, as if you have practised 
everything in front of a mirror. Secondly, it is crucial 
to understand what the interviewer wants you to talk 
about. For instance, an interviewer might ask about 
a situation where your supervisor or manager had a 
problem with your work. Now, what the inte: 
is really after is to see how you react to criticis 
and the best thing is to say that you tried to learn 
from this. Finally, don’t try to conceal your real 
character. When 1 was interviewed for a job many 
years ago, the interviewer asked me at the end of 
our talk if I had any questions. I was very keen to 
get the job, so ] asked what opportunities there were 
for promotion if I were hired. I wondered if perhaps 
I had been too direct, but I later discovered that 


employers like you to seem eager, and I think they 
were impressed by my enthusiasm and ambition. 


C Onc good way to prepare for an interview is to find 
out as much as you can about the company you 
have applied to from its website and promotional 
material. When you are asked if you have any 
questions, you can show that you have done this 
preparatory work, which will impress the 
interviewer. ] also think a lot of candidates are too 
defensive in interviews. It’s not enough just to 
avoid giving the ‘wrong’ answers; you should also 
actively try to make a good impression. Make it 
clear that the interview is a two-way process: after 
all, you want to be sure the company is the right 
place for you. It’s acceptable to take the 
opportunity, when one is offered, to interview the 
interviewer! One way to do this is to ask him or her 
some penetrating questions such as why he or she 
has stayed with the company for so long. Some 
people might think such a question is arrogant, so 
size up the interviewer first and decide whether it 
would be an appropriate thing to ask. 


D I remember one interview I attended with a 


company that makes ice cream and other dairy 
products. 1 didn’t know much about the company, 
and it was brought home to me that I should have 
found out some basic facts. I tumed up in a smart 
business suit and tie, only to find that my 
prospective employers were in jeans! They believed 
in being casual: no private offices, everyone ate in 
the same canteen, people all used first names with 
each other etc. I realised | should have done more 
research. Needless to say, I didn’t get the job. On 
another occasion, at the end of an interview, 1 was 
asked if I had anything to say. I was so relieved that 
the interview was over that I just smiled and blurted 
out: ‘No thanks!’ I later realised this was a mistake. 
A candidate should decide in advance on at least ten 
things to ask the interviewer: it’s not necessary to 
ask more than two or three questions, but you nced 
to have some in reserve in case the question you 
wanted to ask is answered in the course of the 
interview. 
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E Preparation is of extreme importance; things like 
finding out what form the interview will have. Will 
there be any sort of written component, for instance, 
and will you be talking to one person or a pancl? 
And of course, you need to prepare answers to those 
awkward questions designed to find out more about 
your character. For example, you might be asked 
about your most important achievement so far; don’t 
answer this in a way that makes you seem swollen- 
headed or complacent as this will suggest that you 
don't learn easily. Actually, it's not so much what 
people say that makes them secem arrogant as the 
way they sit, how they hold their heads, whether 
they meet the interviewer's eye, so bear that in mind. 
Another question interviewers sometimes ask, to 
find out how well you work in a team, is about 
mistakes you have made. You should have an 
example ready and admit that you were at fault, 
otherwise it looks as though you are the kind of 
person who shifts the blame onto others. But you 
should also show that you learnt from the mistake 
and wouldn't make it again. 
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F Being nervous can make you forget things, so always 
take detailed notes with you to an interview, even 
about the simplest things — this will help you fecl less 
nervous. I also think you have to strike the right 
balance between being too arrogant and too self- 
effacing. For example, if you are asked where you sec 
yourself in five years’ time, don’t be diffident about 
showing that you are ambitious. You could even say 
you'd like to be doing the interviewer's job! Show that 
your ambition is the force that drives you — employers 
are happy to sce this characteristic because it also 
suggests you will work hard. Take every opportunity 
to reinforce the impression that you are eager; one way 
is by asking questions about the job. This suggests that 
you will take it seriously. You could also ask what 
made the last person to fill the position you have 
applicd for successful, or what you could accomplish 
in the job that would satisfy the interviewer. Naturally, 
the answers to questions like this are valuable in 
themselves, but frankly, the main reason for askii 
to ensure you make the right impression.

Barrister Michaela Duncan has returned to the stage after an absence 
of twenty-five years.

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Magna Carta 


Magna Carta, signed by King John of England in 1215, laid the foundation 
upon which Common Law was built, influenced the drawing up of the 
American Constitution, the creation of the Bill of Rights, and many other 
legal and political documents throughout the western world, It is often 
cited or quoted in political addresses and human rights campaigns, and is 
seen as a symbol of the principles of modern western civilisation. 


In fact, in its original form Magna Carta, or Great Charter, represented 
little more than a bargaining tool in King John’s struggle with his 
rebellious barons. They wanted to wrest some of his power from him, and 
forced him to sign the paper in order to retain his crown. Their intentions 
were in reality no nobler than the king’s, neither side paying much 
attention to its content, so it is amazing that this paper has subsequently 
had such far-reaching effects on the judicial systems of the civilised 
world, 


Magna Carta owes its fame and reputation to a relatively small number of 
its 63 chapters. In chapter 39, it confirmed the rights of the common man, 
and rendered the king, for the first time in British history, subject to the 
law of the land, in the following statement: ‘No free man shall be arrested 
or imprisoned ... or outlawed or exiled or any way victimized, neither will 
we attack him or send anyone to attack him, except by the lawful 
judgement of his peers or by the law of the land.’ This section formed the 
basis of the Habeas Corpus Act of 1679, which forbade the imprisonment 
of citizens without just cause, and perhaps explains why Magna Carta is 
stil] revered as a fundamental influence on many judicial systems today. 


Critics of Magna Carta’s contribution to democracy abound, and not 
without reason, when you consider the motives behind its creation. Yet, 
however unwittingly, those rebellious barons of the thirteenth century set 
the ball rolling in the battle for human rights, a battle which is being 
fought to this day.

‘You can 
accomplish a tremendous amount with the technologies 
that we have already, says one official working on energy 
efficiency for the European Commission in Brussels. 


Still, as governments, scientists and builders continue to 
provide the ‘market push’ toward energy efficiency, the 
‘consumer pull’ will be stimulated. Each new innovation 
will push us closer to what one might call the hybrid home, 
in which energy is conserved through a combination of 
increasingly efficient appliances and building techniques. 


C The US government, too, has been doing its part. 
Through the Energy Star programme, it has set tough 
regulations on everything from home construction to 
major appliances and consumer electronics. ‘Energy Star 
is transforming the market so that energy-efficient 
technologies become standard practice - and a money 
maker for companies, too, says Jennifer Thorne Amann of 
the American Council for an Energy-Efficient Economy.

Learning to Run 


An article published recently in the prestigious 
scientific journal Nature is shedding new light on an 
important, but hitherto little appreciated, aspect of 
human evolution. In this article, Professors Dennis 
Bramble and Daniel Lieberman suggest that the 
ability to run was a crucial factor in the development 
of our species. According to the two scientists, 
humans possess a number of anatomical features 
that make them surprisingly good runners. ‘We are 
very confident that strong selection for running - 
which came at the expense of the historical ability to 
live in trees - was instrumental in the origin of the 
modern human body form; says Bramble, a biology 
professor at the University of Utah. 


Traditional thinking up to now has been that the 
distinctive, upright body form of modern humans has 
come about as a result of the ability to walk, and that 
running is simply a by-product of walking. 
Furthermore, humans have usually been regarded as 
poor runners compared to such animals as dogs, 
horses or antelopes. However, this is only true if we 
consider fast running, or sprinting, over short 
distances. Even an Olympic athlete can hardly run as 
fast as a horse can gallop, and can only keep up a top 
speed for fifteen seconds or so. Horses, antelopes and 
greyhounds, on the other hand, can run at top speed 
for several minutes, clearly outperforming us in this 
respect. But when it comes to long-distance running, 
humans do astonishingly well. They can maintain a 
steady pace for miles, and their overall speed 
compares favourably with that of horses or dogs. 


Bramble and Lieberman examined twenty-six 
anatomical features found in humans. One of the most 
interesting of these is the nuchal ligament, a band of 
tissue that extends from a ridge on the base of the 
skull to the spine. When we run, it is this ligament that 
prevents our head from pitching back and forth or 
from side to side. Therefore, we are able to run with 
steady heads, held high. The nuchal ligament is not 
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found in any other surviving primates, although the 
fossil record shows that Homo erectus, an early 
human species that walked upright, much as we do, 
also had one. Then there are our Achilles tendons at 
the backs of our legs, which connect our calf muscles 
to our heel bones - and which have nothing to do with 
walking. When we run, these tendons behave like 
springs, helping to propel us forward. Furthermore, we 
have low, wide shoulders, virtually disconnected from 
our skulls, an anatomical adaptation which allows us 
to run more efficiently. Add to this our light forearms, 
which swing out of phase with the movement of our 
legs to assist balance, and one begins to appreciate 
the point that Bramble and Lieberman are trying to 
make. 


But what evolutionary advantage is gained from being 
good long-distance runners? One hypothesis is that 
this ability may have permitted early humans to obtain 
food more effectively. ‘What these features and fossil 
facts appear to be telling us is that running evolved in 
order for our direct ancestors to compete with other 
carnivores for access to the protein needed to grow 
the big brains that we enjoy today, says Lieberman. 


Some scientists speculate that early humans may 
have pursued animals for miles in order to exhaust 
them before killing them. Running would also have 
conferred an advantage before weapons were 
invented: early humans might have been scavengers, 
eating the meat and marrow left over from a kill by 
lions or other large predators. They may have been 
alerted to the existence of a freshly-killed carcass by 
vultures, and the faster they got to the scene of the 
kill, the better. 


‘Research on the history of human locomotion has 
traditionally been contentious, says Lieberman. ‘At the 
very least, | hope this theory will make many people 
have second thoughts about how humans learned to 
run and walk and why we are built the way we are!

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STARTING OVER 


More and more people over fifty 
are starting up in business for themselves. 
What are their reasons — and why are so 


many of them snecessful? 


A When I was fifty-three, I was made redundant 


almost literally overnight when the company I 
worked for was taken over by a multinational. The 
managing director called me into his office the 
following Monday and told me I was no longer on 
the payroll. It was a shock and I felt really 
depressed. I was also anxious about the future 
because we still had a mortgage to pay off on our 
house, and my husband's income couldn’t cover 
our hefty monthly expenses. At the same time, I 
didn’t feel I was ready for retirement, and to be 
honest, I was infuriated by the arrogance of the 
company, which appeared to believe I was too old 
to be useful any longer. So I gave some serious 
thought to starting up a business of my own. I’m an 
accountant, and for years I'd been advising friends 
about finances and helping them sort out their 
books, so I knew there were plenty of small 
businesses out there who would welcome the sort 
of services I could offer. The initial outlay for 
office equipment was pretty low, all things 
considered. So I set up as a consultant to people 
who want to branch out on thcir own, like me, and 
I find it extremely rewarding. 


About seven years ago, after being more or less 
forced to take early retirement, I looked around 
for an occupation to fill up my days and eventually 
decided I’d set up a company specialising in all- 
inclusive trips for retired people to domestic UK 
resorts. There seemed to be a dearth of companies 
catering for the over sixtics, which is ironic 
because they’re the ones who often have the 
leisure and the income to take advantage of 
opportunities for travel. I'd say someone like me 
has certain advantages when it comes to setting up 
in business. I spent years running a travel agency 
and I know a lot of people in the industry. They 
have been great, offering advice as well as concrete 
help. At first, there was a lot of work involved and 


I had to travel around the country a great deal 
making new contacts, but now I don’t have to be 
away from home very often at all. I enjoy what I 
do, especially because I've always worked with 
people, and without the daily contact I’d go mad! 


C Three years ago I decided I’d had enough of being 


a teacher, so I retired and started a pottery 
business. Now we've got a fair-sized factory, and 
we're about to expand into glassware as well. Most 
of the people who work for ms are more or less my 
generation. I find they tend to be more loyal; they 
don’t rush off if they think they can sec a better 
prospect elsewhere. It’s also good for the economy 
when some of these older workers return to 
employment. It seems to me that people who start 
up businesses at my age are realistic: they don’t 
aim to be millionaires, and they are less inclined to 
take unnecessary risks. So Pd guess that fewer 
businesses started by older people go bust in the 
first few years. As for me, } must admit I miss 
teaching at times, but we now have a few 
apprentices, and working with them is rather like 
being a teacher in some ways. Of course, running 
a business is a responsibility, especially since I 
know the people who work for me rely on the 
income from their jobs, but it’s also a very 
stimulating, challenging experience. 


D When I left the company I'd been with for twenty- 


five years, they gave me a rather good retirement 
package, which meant I had a reasonable amount 
of cash to invest in my own company. It was 
something I’d longed to do for years. I’ve always 
been a keen gardener, you sce, so I started a 
landscape gardening company. All the physical 
work involved means I’m fitter than I have been for 
years! One thing that did surprise me at the start 
was how much official paperwork I have to deal 
with. It’s exhausting filling in all those forms, but 
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apart from that, I find the work itsclf rewarding. As 
for the future, who knows? Obviously, I wouldn’t 
want to be travelling around the country and 
working outdoors as much when I’m over seventy, 
although on the other hand, I firmly believe that 
working has kept me active and alert, so why should 
I give it up until I really have to? 


My carccr was in accounting, and I knew that there 
was shortly going to be a change in the way self- 
employed people fill in tax returns. So when I was 
made redundant, I thought it would be a good idea 
to produce software showing pcople exactly how to 
go about it, and that was the first item my company 
put on the market. With my experience it was 
relatively casy to come up with the material - I 
wrote it all myself — and then I got together with a 
software producer to make the CD-ROMs. My 
wife’s first reaction was that I should try something 
completely different from what I'd been doing all 
my working life, but I figured I'd be better off 
sticking to what I know. Things are going well, 
although I’ve deliberately not tricd to expand the 
business — it can be stressful for a boss when a 
company expands fast, and I prefer to take things 
easy and enjoy what I do. Of course, there have 
been some tricky moments, but I can honestly say 
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I've never regretted starting my own firm. I’m sure 
I wouldn’t have had the nerve to do it when I was 
younger, but I’m very glad I did. 


I was in advertising for almost thirty years, but it’s a 
very cut-throat business, and when we got a new 
boss he decided to make his mark by sacking quite 
a few pcople. It was particularly painful for me 
because I love advertising; it's a very creative line of 
work. So once I got my breath back, I decided to 
start working freelance. It occurred to me that a lot 
of companics need not only an advertising 
campaign but also a consultant, an independent 
expert to give them an honest view of their 
situation. I do almost all my work from home, using 
my PC for e-mails and video conferencing, and it’s 
extremely satisfying as well as being financially 
rewarding. I believe older entrepreneurs like us 
play a vital though unsung role in the economy 
because we’re not only generating money, we’re 
also saving the country money by not claiming our 
pensions. Since I started my company, I’ve come 
into contact with a fair number of people in a 
similar position to me - older people who have set 
up by themselves — and if I have the choice, I prefer 
to do business with older people. We’re so much 
more reliable!

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Nutrition and Competition 


Olivia MacFarlane is a registered sports coach who specialises 
in training athletes for endurance sports competitions. Below, 
she provides some useful advice on nutrition for endurance 
athletes. 

When you are training for any competition, a balanced daily diet is 
essential since it affects both your performance and how well you 
will progress towards competition level. Remember to eat regularly 
and drink sufficient amounts of water. The latter is particularly 
important. Don’t wait until you are thirsty. Make drinking water at 
regular intervals a habit since it is something we often forget to do. 


Studies have shown that certain nutritional ‘tactics’ in the days 
leading up to the competition can definitely enhance 
performance. These ‘tactics’ work in conjunction with ‘taper 
training’ during the last week, and may vary slightly from sport to 
sport, If you are competing in an endurance sport, it is vital that 
you fill up on glycogen before competing. Increase your intake of 
carbohydrates by eating such foods as potatoes, bread, cereals 
and pasta, and eat smaller amounts of meat, fish and eggs than 
normal to reduce your high-protein levels. Also, keep your fat 
intake to a minimum. During the last few days prior to the 
competition. sixty to seventy per cent of your energy intake should 
be coming from carbohydrates. 


Athletes often ask whether they should eat on the day of a 
competition, The answer to this question is that food is the body’s 
source of fuel. A car cannot run without petrol. it follows that our 
bodies need fuel if they are to perform. Again, carbohydrates are 
the key, so on the moming of the competition, stick to those foods. 
Then make sure you are well-hydrated, and have a supply of water 
and carbohydrate snacks to sustain you throughout the 
competition. Drink at regular intervals to prevent dehydration 
setting in.

For those of you already familiar with the cross-country 
competition, endurance riding is the next step up. You are expected to cover 
longer distances within a restricted time limit. But don’t be fooled into 
thinking it is simply a long pony trek. This sport presents a real challenge, and 
demands high levels of fitness in both horse and rider. For this reason, there 
are veterinary checks before and after each event, and, in the longer distance 
competitions, even during the ride, to ensure that the horse is in optimum 
health. Riding clubs all over the country are now organising endurance events 
under the guidance and supervision of our organisation. So there are now 
more opportunities to enjoy this sport. 

Careful planning is essential before taking part. Event organisers provide 
riders with a map of the route well in advance so that they can scrutinise the 
route to work out what the terrain is like and which sections are likely to be 
more difficult. This allows them to anticipate how their horse will perform, 
and also decide where their backup crew will meet them along the way. Riders 
are largely autonomous, relying on their own map-reading skills to get them 
round the course, rather than chasing the horse in front. It is possible to get 
lost, so learn the route well before the start of the race! 

One of the most enjoyable aspects of this sport is the sense of 
camaraderie among the riders. It is generally accepted that endurance riding 
is not so much about competing against other riders but rather against the 
elements and one’s own stamina. Our organisation believes that completing 
the course is an achievement in itself, so riders tend to be supportive of one 
another, and particularly of inexperienced competitors.

All This Jazz 


What makes someone give up a stable career for the 
uncertainty of playing the saxophone in a jazz band? 
Walter Williams finds out. 


Marjorie Anderson is terrified. We’re sitting backstage in a 
small theatre that constitutes one of the few amenities the 
tiny French town of Villeneuf can boast of.

Saving the Big Birds 


At first glance, why anyone would want to save California 
condors is not entirely clear. Unlike the closely related 
Andean condors with their white neck fluff or king vultures 
with their brilliant black-and-white colouring, California 
condors are not much to see.Their dull black colour — even 
when contrasted with white underwings — featherless head 
and neck, oversized feet and blunt talons are hardly signs of 
beauty or strength. Their appeal begins to become evident 
when they take flight. With nine-and-a-half-foot wingspans 
and weights up to twenty-eight pounds, California condors 
are North America’s largest fully flighted birds. In the 
Americas, only Andean condors are bigger. California 
condors can soar almost effortlessly for hours, often 
covering hundreds of miles a day — far more than other 
creatures of the air, Only occasionally do they need to flap 
their wings — to take off, change direction or find a band of 
warm air known as a thermal to carry them higher. 


When it was discovered that the condor population was 
becoming dangerously small, scientists and zookeepers 
sought to increase condor numbers quickly to preserve as 
much of the species’ genetic diversity as possible. From 
studying wild condors, they already knew that if a pair lost 
an egg, the birds would often produce another. So the first 
and sometimes second eggs laid by each female in captivity 
were removed, artificially incubated, and the chicks raised 
using hand-held puppets made to look like adult condors. 
Such techniques quickly proved effective. 


Despite these successes, the effort to save California 
condors continues to have problems, evoke criticisms and 
generate controversy. Captive-hatched condors released to 
the wild have died at what co some people are alarmingly 
high rates. Others have had to be recaptured after they 
acted foolishly or became ill. As a result, the scientists, 
zookeepers and conservationists who are concerned about 
condors have bickered among themselves over the best 
ways to rear and release the birds. 


Some of the odd behaviour on the part of these re-released 
birds is hard to explain. At times they landed on people's 
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houses and garages, walked across roads and airport 
runways, sauntered into park visitor centres and fast food 
restaurants, and took food offered by picnickers and 
fishermen. None are known to have died by doing so, 
though. More seriously, one condor died from drinking what 
was probably antifreeze. Others died in collisions with 
overhead electrical transmission wires, drowned in natural 
pools of water, or were killed by golden eagles and coyotes. 
Still others were shot by hunters and killed or made 
seriously ill from lead poisoning. Some just disappeared. 
Most recently, some of the first chicks hatched in the wild 
died after their parents fed them bottle caps, glass shards, 
pieces of plastic and other man-made objects that fatally 
perforated or blocked their intestines. These deaths may be 
due to the chicks’ parents mistaking man-made objects for 
bone chips eaten for their calcium content. 


Mike Wallace, a wildlife specialist at the San Diego Zoo, has 
suggested that some of the condors’ problems represent 
natural behaviour that helps them survive as carrion eaters. 
The real key to successful condor reintroduction, he 
believes, lies in properly socialising young condors as 
members of a group that follow and learn from older, 
preferably adult birds. That, he argues, was missing from 
earlier condor releases to the wild. Typically, condors 
hatched in the spring were released to the wild that autumn 
or winter, when they were still less than a year old. 
Especially in the early releases, the young condors had no 
adults or even older juveniles to learn from and keep them 
in their place. Instead, the only other condors they saw in 
captivity and the wild were ones their own age. Now, 
condor chicks at several zoos are raised in cave-like nest 
boxes. The chicks can see older condors in a large flight pen 
outside their box but cannot interact with them until they 
are about five months old. Then the chicks are gradually 
released into the pen and the company of the social group. 
The group includes adult and older juvenile condors that 
act as mentors for younger ones. It is hoped that this 
socialisation programme will help the birds adapt to the 
wild when they are released.

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Buying Your First Camera 


With so many different cameras on the market nowadays, how can you choose what to buy? 
We describe the four main types and ask a group of experts which one they would recommend to 
a beginner with £400 to spend. 


The Cameras 
A Compact/Point-and-shoot 


C SLR 


These cameras are small and simple, making them ideal for 
use on holidays or taking snaps when you are out and 
about. There are no adjustments to be made, no settings to 
check: you simply aim the camera and press the button. And 
since they have a built-in flash as well as automatic focus, 
you get a good, clear image every time you press that 
button. On the other hand, the flash will probably be of 
poor quality, with an effective range of only about four 
metres. This means that even with 400 ASA film (the kind 
that needs least light), you will be unable to get a 
reasonable picture of anything further away. Another 
disadvantage is that the lens is not very good: the image 
will not be clear if you blow up the picture bigger than 
15cm x 2icm. If you buy one of these cameras, it should 
have red-eye reduction for the flash so that people in your 
pictures do not have red dots in their eyes. Also, the larger 
and clearer the viewfinder, the better. Bear in mind that you 
will not be able to control the settings, so if you want 
pictures that look at all unusual (by being deliberately out 
of focus, for example), you won't be able to take them. 


APS 

The Advanced Photo System (APS) was launched in 1996 by 
several manufacturers who established a common standard. 
Instead of the 35mm film used by compacts and Single Lens 
Reflex (SLR) cameras, APS cameras use little film cartridges. 
Consequently, APS cameras can be extremely small. And this 
isn’t the only advantage: you can put your own information 
on each picture you take, such as the time, day and place 
where it was taken. The cartridges are easier to insert into 
the camera than normal film, and you can take one out 
before it’s finished and use it again later.

Single Lens Reflex (SLR) cameras are the oldest and simplest 
type of camera discussed here, with a comparatively large 
body and lenses that screw on to the front. The old- 
fashioned type had no electronic components at all, though 
now many SLR cameras have automatic features; one 
advantage here is that they can be turned off, in contrast 
to compact cameras. With SLRs you must make sure the lens 
and body will fit together since they come in different sizes. 
It is also worth thinking carefully about whether to buy a 
camera with an automatic focus lens. Naturally, this lets you 
take photographs quickly, without having to adjust 
anything yourself, but this is not always the advantage it 
may seem. Firstly, an automatic focus lens does not always 
produce the same quality of picture as a manual focus lens. 
Furthermore, the fact that an automatic focus lens is so 
easy to use will also encourage you to take far more 
photographs. So learning how to use a manual focus lens 
will not only save on film, your camera will work out to be 
less expensive altogether because manual focus lenses are 
cheaper - and you will learn how to make all the 
adjustments yourself, for different types of light etc. Get a 
camera with a metal body - some are made of plastic - 
because metal is far more sturdy, and delicate lenses are 
less likely to come to grief. 


Digital 

Digital cameras don't need film: the picture you take is 
stored on a computer memory card, and then you can delete 
it, give it to a shop to print or print it on your own 
computer printer. You can even edit the picture yourself. 
These new and popular cameras are ideal if you just want to 
use them for basic holiday and home snaps that you intend 
to e-mail to others, post on a website or play around with 
on a computer. However, the lenses are not as good as SLR 
lenses, except on the most expensive cameras, and storing 
images can be a problem, You will have to store your photos 
on your computer, which can quickly get full, and what 
happens if it breaks down or you decide to get a new one? 
And though manufacturers stress the saving on film, they 
may fail to mention that you need expensive memory cards. 
What’s more, some digital cameras use up batteries at an 
alarming rate, Depending on the printer you normally use, 
you may need to invest in special paper and ink, too.

E I'd say a beginner should go for the best digital camera he or 
she can afford. You develop as a photographer by taking lots 
of shots, studying them and throwing away the vast majority; 
this is how you learn what makes a good picture. Digitals let 
you do this more easily than any other type, and some have 
software that enables you to do very sophisticated things on 
your computer in the way of editing. Plus you can always get 
normal prints if you want.

The rise of the wildlife-watching experience 


Wildlife observation has always proved inspirational for 
humans. It led Charles Darwin to provide us with a 
better understanding of how we evolved and inspired 
such everyday innovations as Velcro. US author Peter 
Matthiessen wrote: ‘The variety of life in nature can be 
compared to a vast library of unread books, and the 
plundering of nature is comparable to the random 
discarding of whole volumes without having opened 
them and learned from them.’ While there is indeed 
much to learn from many species not yet known to 
science, it’s the already opened ‘books’ that attract the 
majority of us — in ever increasing numbers.

Awareness and understanding of the state of the planct 
and its wildlife has been spurred on by the efforts of 
conservation groups and natural history television. This, 
in turn, has led to an increased demand for wildlife tours 
or the addition of a wildlife-watching component to 
traditional holidays.

Although the term is overused, ‘ecotourism’ allows 
tourists both to see and help wildlife. This encouraging 
development within the wildlife-tourism industry offers 
an added hope for the future of many endangered 
species, as moncy from clients is often given directly to 
conscrvation organisations. Tour operators who are listed 
with independent bodies such as Responsibletravel.com 
have ethical policies in place to cnsure that proper 
procedures are followed.

Conservation organisations have also realised that 
tourism can help educate people and provide a valuable 
source of revenue and even manpower. The World 
Wildlife Fund, for example, runs trips that give donors 
the chance to sce for themselves how their financial aid 
is assisting conservation projects in the ficld.

Similarly, Biosphere Expeditions takes about 200 people 
every year on what its field operations director, Dr 
Matthias Hammer, calls an ‘adventure with a 
conscience’. Volunteers can visit six destinations around 
the world and take part in various activities including 
snow leopard, wolf and bear surveys and whale and 
dolphin research.

Indeed, some of the best wildlife-watching opportunitics 
on offer are on our doorstep, according to author and 
ornithologist Malcolm Tait. ‘People assume you have to 
go a long way to do it, which is simply not the case — 
your garden or even a railway cutting can bring constant 
surprises.” 


A ‘If done properly, wildlife-watching tourism can be a 
win-win situation,’ says Hammer. ‘People have a 
unique experience while contributing to conservation 
directly. Local people and habitats benefit through 
job creation, research and an alternative income. 
Local wildlife benefits from our conservation and 
research work.’ 


B ‘What is interesting is how much people are willing 
to pay to be in a wilderness environment,’ says 
Julian Matthews, director of Discovery Initiatives, 
which takes people on small group trips to more 
than thirty-five countries and works directly with 
conservation organisations such as the Orang-utan 
Foundation. ‘It’s still a small part of the tourism 
industry — maybe four or five percent of the whole — 
but it’s undoubtedly expanding. There are definitely 
more and more people secking wildlife experiences 
now.” 


C A comparable problem is found in various parts of 
East Africa, though government intervention has, in 
these cases, done little to alleviate the hardships. 
Would it be possible for ethical tourism to play a 
role in the future of this region? Ken Logan, Director 
of the African Wildlife Association, is not 
optimistic about the chances. 


D ‘There’s no way to compare seeing an animal in the 
wild with watching one on TV,’ says Matthews. 
‘While a filmmaker may spend six months shooting 
an animal and will get closer to it than you will

when watching it in the wild, there’s no greater 
pleasure than seeing an animal in its own 
environment. On film, you're only getting the 
visuals and the sound. As impressive as they may 
be, it’s not the real McCoy and misses other aspects 
that you can appreciate only by being there.’ 


Earthwatch is a nonprofit international environmental 
group that does just that. ‘Participation in an 
Earthwatch project is a positive alternative to wildlife- 
watching expeditions, as we offer members of the 
public the opportunity to be on the front line, not the 
sidelines, of conservation,’ says Claudia Eckardt, 
Earthwatch volunteer programme manager. 


Wildlife covers all wild creatures, not just those that 
are big, dangerous or exotic. As people are able to 
travel to more extreme places in search of the 
ultimate wildlife experience, it’s worth remembering 
that you don’t have to go to the ends of the Earth to 
catch rewarding glimpses of animals. 


Thus tour operator Rekero has established its own 
school — the Koyiaki Guide School and Wilderness 
Camp — for young Maasai in Kenya. Maasai have 
largely been excluded from the benefits brought to 
the region by tourism; they make up just fifteen 
percent of employees in tourist camps. ‘It is a 
concerted effort to put the running of the reserve 
into the hands of indigenous people,’ says Ron 
Beaton, founder of the school.

Are you a slumper? 


Ashley Seager was, but cured bad posture — and her chronic back pain — with the Alexander technique 


Many people will have heard of the Alexander 
technique but have only a vague idea what it is about. 
Until earlier this year, | didn’t have the faintest idea 
about it. But, hunched over a computer screen one day, 
I noticed that the neck- and backache | regularly suffered 
were more painful than usual. I consulted an osteopath, 
who said: ‘I can treat the symptoms by massaging your 
neck and upper back. But you actually have bad 
posture. That is what you need to get sorted out. Go off 
and learn the Alexander technique. 


| had regularly been told by friends and family that | 
tend to slouch in chairs but had thought bad posture 
was something one was born with and could do 
nothing about. That is not true. Dentists and car 
mechanics, among others, tend to develop bad posture 
from leaning over patients or engine bays. Mothers 
often stress and strain their necks and backs lifting and 
carrying children, and those of us who sit in front of 
computers all day are almost certainly not doing our 
bodies any favours. 


A few clicks on the web and | found an Alexander 
technique teacher, Tanya Shoop, in my area of south 
London and booked a first appointment. Three months 
later | am walking straighter and sitting better, while my 
neck and back pain are things of the past. | feel taller, 
too, which | may be imagining, but the technique can 
increase your height by up to five centimetres if you 
were badly slumped beforehand. 


The teaching centres on the neck, head and back. It 
trains you to use your body less harshly and to perform 
familiar movements and actions with less effort. There 
is very little effort in the lessons themselves, which sets 
apart the Alexander technique from pilates or yoga, 
which are exercise-based. 


Atypical lesson involves standing in front of a chair and 
learning to sit and stand with minimal effort. You spend 
some time lying on a bench with your knees bent to 
straighten the spine and relax your body while the 
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teacher moves your arms and legs to train you to move 
them correctly. 


The key is learning to break the bad habits accumulated 
over years. Try, for example, folding your arms the 
opposite way to normal. It feels odd, doesn’t it? This is 
an example of a habit the body has formed which can 
be hard to break. Many of us carry our heads too far 
back and tilted skywards. The technique teaches you to 
let go of the muscles holding the head back, allowing it 
to resume its natural place on the summit of our spines. 
The head weighs four to six kilos, so any misalignment 
can cause problems for the neck and body. 


The Alexander technique teaches you to think of the 
space above your head. This may sound daft, but it is an 
important element in the process of learning to hold 
yourself upright. You learn to observe how you use your 
body and how others use theirs - usually badly. Look 
how a colleague slumps back in a chair with his or her 
legs crossed. That puts all sorts of stresses and strains 
on the body. Even swimming can harm the neck. The 
Alexander technique can teach you to swim better, 
concentrating on technique rather than clocking up 
lengths, ‘In too many of our activities we concentrate 
on how we get to a destination rather than the means 
or way of getting there, says Shoop. 


So who was Alexander and how did he come up with the 
technique? Frederick Matthias Alexander, an Australian 
theatrical orator born in 1869, found in his youth that his 
voice was failing during performances. He analysed 
himself and realised his posture was bad. He worked on 
improving it, with dramatic results. He brought his 
technique to London 100 years ago and quickly gathered 
a following that included some very famous people. He 
died in 1955, having established a teacher-training school 
in London, which is thriving today. 


So if you are slouching along the road one day, feeling 
weighed down by your troubles, give a thought to the 
Alexander technique. It could help you walk tall again.

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Vehicles of the Future 


A The motor industry is finally showing some 


serious interest in developing cost-effective and 
environmentally-friendly technologies to power 
vehicles, as can be seen by the amount of moncy 
they are spending on research and development. 
There are some sound reasons for this: nowadays 
a significant number of people would prefer to 
buy a vehicle that did not emit greenhouse gases 
into the atmosphere or pollute the environment in 
other ways. But there are other forces at work in 
the industry as well. Governments throughout the 
world are demanding restrictions on gas 
emissions, and the goals they have set can only be 
met in the long run if conventional cars with 
internal combustion engines are phased out and 
replaced by vehicles that run on alternative power 
sources. Naturally, public opinion is ultimately 
behind legislation like this, which is aimed at 
protecting the environment. Governments, after 
all, need to respond to the wishes of their voters. 


For the last few decades innovators have been 
coming up with ideas for alternative power 
sources for automobiles, though so far none has 
had a significant appeal for consumers. The 
alternative technologies we have at present are 
lagging far behind the petrol-guzzling internal 
combustion engine in terms of speed and the 
distance that can be travelled before refuelling. 
But what does the future hold? At present a 
hybrid car propelled by a combination of an 
electric motor and petrol engine may be the best 
compromise for those who want to help save the 
planet and still have the convenience of a car. 
When you start the hybrid car and when you are 
driving normally, power is provided by the 
electric motor, which works with a battery. 
However, when the battery starts to go flat, the 
petro] engine starts automatically and drives a 
generator to recharge the battery. Similarly, when 
the car needs extra power — in order to accelerate, 
for instance — the petrol engine provides that 
power. This vehicle performs respectably, though 


not spectacularly: it can go from 0 to about 100 
kph in around 10 seconds, has a top speed of 165 
kph, and below average fue) consumption. 


And what of cars powered solely by electricity? 
Here the main stumbling block has always been 
storing the electricity: batteries may have come a 
long way, but they are still bulky and have to be 
charged for long periods. The latest completely 
electric car, for example, has a top speed of 60 kph 
and a range of 60 kilometres. It takes 6 hours to 
charge the battery fully. But the makers claim this 
is perfectly acceptable for city driving, when 
people are unable to go much faster or further in 
any case. Many cities provide benefits such as free 
parking for drivers of electric cars. But these 
vehicles are virtually confined to urban settings, 
which is off-putting, and most people find electric 
cars have a toy-like appearance which is definitely 
not appealing. Moreover, environmentalists point 
out that while the car itsclf may not emit 
poisonous fumes, as is the case with petrol-driven 
vehicles, this is of little real benefit to the 
environment if the electricity used to drive the car 
has been generated by coal or oil power stations, 
as is generally the case. 


First developed for use in missions to the moon, 
fuel cells appear to be the most serious 
challenger to the internal combustion engine as 
an alternative source of energy for both mobile 
and stationary applications, A fuel cell uses 
relatively straightforward technology that 
converts chemical energy into electrical energy 
with benign by-products. In fact, the only by- 
products are water, which is harmless, and heat. 
The other advantage is that fuel cells have no 
complex moving parts that need to be cooled or 
lubricated, But rather than replacing the internal 
combustion engine as the source of power for 
the vehicle itself, the fuel cell — in the view of 
some manufacturers — will only replace the 
battery and alternator, supplying electricity to 
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vehicle systems, operating independently of the 
engine. The actual drive power for the vehicle 
itself would still be provided by the combustion 
engine. However, while fuel cells certainly hold a 
great deal of promise, there are some drawbacks. 
They need a steady supply of hydrogen, which 
needs to be extracted from some source, such as 
methanol gas, and this process can be 
cumbersome. In one model that uses fuel cells, 
the reformer required to extract the hydrogen from 
methanol takes up so much space that the vehicle 
can only seat the driver and one passenger. 


Another possibility is represented by turbines. 
Gas turbines have long been considered a 
possible mobile and smaller stationary power 
source, but their use has been limited for a 
variety of reasons, including cost, complexity 
and size. These large turbines shine when in 
steady-state applications but are not as efficient 
when speed and load are continually changing. 
However, a new generation of turbines — 
microturbines — has been developed in large 
measure for use in vehicles. They are small, 
high-speed engine systems that typically include 
the turbine, compressor and generator in a single 
unit with all the other vital components and 
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control electronics. A different possibility in 
terms of energy supply for cars is household gas. 
A special device installed in a garage can 
compress the gas, which is then fed into the car. 
A gas car is cheaper to mun, as well as being 
cleaner than a conventional car. On the other 
hand, the vehicle itself is expensive because the 
technology is new, and environmentalists argue 
that a gas car will produce only a little less 
carbon dioxide than petrol-driven vehicles. 


In the meantime, various compromises are being 
employed as temporary measures. For example, 
most diesel cars can now be converted to run on 
biodiesel fuel, which is made from used vegetable 
oils and animal fats. However, the environment 
lobby is not convinced that biodiesel helps cut 
local air pollution by any significant amount. 
Many experts believe that the ultimate solution to 
the problem of reducing dangerous emissions 
ultimately lies with electric vehicles once the 
battery technology has improved. Some experts 
even believe that the future may lie with steam 
cars, and since the first genuine ‘automobile’ — a 
vehicle capable of moving itself — was powered by 
steam more than two centuries ago, it could be that 
the wheel is coming full circle.

The Parthenon, theAcr s, Athens, Greece 

Without doubt, the Parthenon is Greece's most magnificent 
monument, but it is also one of the world’s most impressive 
examples of human achievement. The geometrical precision of 
its structure amazes architects to this day. 


Built in the fifth century BC, after a previous temple had been 
destroyed during a battle with the Persians, the Parthenon was 
constructed in honour of the goddess Athena, the city’s 
protector. Pericles, the Athenian leader of the time, ordered its 
construction, and the temple was designed by the architects 
Ictinus and Kallicrates under the supervision of Phidias, the 
sculptor. Rectangular in shape, it was surrounded by forty-six 
columns, and housed a magnificent statue of the goddess, 
known as Athena Promachos, or Athena the Champion. 


Over the centuries, the Parthenon suffered a great deal of 
damage, and many of the beautiful sculptures carved by Phidias 
were stolen or removed. However, the outer structure of the 
building still stands, and it is possible to see the remaining 
sculptures and friezes which adorned the building in the 
Acropolis museum. Thanks to a lot of campaigning, a new 
museum is being constructed, and it is hoped that one day, 
most of the missing artifacts will be returned. 


The Parthenon is an important symbol of Greece, for Greek 
people regard Pericles as the father of democracy, and this 
building - his dream — is scen as an enduring symbol of Greek 
democracy. For the visitor, it provides an image of the artistic 
genius of the Ancient Greeks, and for this reason, should not be 
missed.

Until 1989, Prague was not a popular destination for tourists 

from western Europe due to a number of factors: 

+ The city was difficult to reach; visitors often had to wait 
for long periods at border crossings. 

> There was little information about trips to Prague in 
foreign travel agencies. 

> Some people felt nervous about trips to countries in central 
and eastern Europe. 


Changes 

All the above factors have changed dramatically: Prague is now 
easy to reach by road, rail and air; trips to Prague are widely 
advertised in western countries; few visitors feel nervous about 
visiting a country in eastern Europe any more. 


Criticisms 
The majority of visitors to Prague are extremely satisfied on the 
whole; however, there are a few complaints about two specific 
areas: 
> taxi drivers acting in a rude manner and, in many cases, 
overcharging. 
> hotels providing less than adequate service. 


Future development 

The city council is at present considering stricter laws relating 
to taxi drivers. Morcover, the local tourist authority is 
reclassifying the hotels in the city. 


Conclusion 

While Prague can offer visitors a generally positive experience, 
there are some issues which need to be addressed. I am of the 
opinion that better regulation of taxi drivers and hotels will 
solve these problems.

> Since a proposal is, by definition, a piece of writing that makes suggestions, you will often 
need to use conditional sentences and structures. Read the question carefully and make sure 
everything you suggest fits in with the information you are given about who and what the 
proposal refers to. 


> Your ideas should be clearly presented, and the use of headings will assist in this. Generally, 
bullet points are not required, since you do not need to go into much detail, and you do not 
have much space to do so in any case. The introduction and conclusion can be short. As with 
a report, you are usually asked to write a proposal for some sort of organisation or 
publication, so the language should be semi-formal or formal.

> In general, there are two types of leaflet for which you might be asked to write the 
text: those that give information (about a company, for example, or a place such as a 
museum), and those that try to motivate the reader (such as advertising leaflets). The 
use of headings and bullets or numbered points is particularly advised for leaflets that 
give information. 

> The tone and register will depend on the target audience for your leaflet, so think 
carefully about who will be reading it. A clear and effective title and introduction are 
useful; you might want to use a rhetorical question if your leaflet is advertising 
something or trying to encourage the reader to do something. It is also important to 
have a good conclusion, perhaps summarising the main ideas in the leaflet.

Preparing, planning and checking 


>» Preparing for the Writing Paper 


Producing a piece of writing that fulfils a certain function is 
a difficult task for anybody, even in their native language. 
To prepare for the Writing Paper, it goes without saying 
that you need to have read widely. Then, you need to have 
studied all the basic text types you may be asked to 
produce, and understood the basic features that 
characterise them: layout, organisation, style and register. 
You should also practise completing writing tasks in the 
time allowed in the exam, Remember the criteria the 
examiners will use in awarding marks: 


e Has the candidate achieved the purpose stated in the 
instructions? 


@ Does the text have a positive general effect on the 
target reader? 


@ Does the text cover all the content points? 


Is the text well organised and are ideas linked 
appropriately? 

@ Has language been used accurately? 
Does the text exhibit a good range of vocabulary and 
grammatical structures? 

@ Is the register appropriate for the task? 

e ls the layout appropriate? 


ideally, the pieces of writing you produce should be 
checked by an experienced teacher who can provide useful 
feedback. Such feedback can help you compile a list of 
useful expressions, such as the useful phrases you find 
with the model answers in this section. You can also learn 
what sort of mistakes you make habitually so you can 
avoid them. For instance, if you find that you frequently 
make mistakes with a certain tense, you should consult a 
good grammar guide to clear up your confusion. 


>» Planning your answer 


Perhaps the most useful lesson that experienced writers 
learn is the importance of planning what to write before 
they actually begin writing. Most good writers usually 
write several drafts of a text before they are satisfied with 
the result. Unfortunately, in the exam you do not have 
time to produce several drafts, and it would be a serious 
mistake to try: you only have time for a single draft. But 
you do have time to make a plan. 


Always read the question carefully and make sure you 
understand the following: 
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@ Who are you writing for? 
What are the points you must include in your answer? 


e Does the text type have any particular layout 
requirements? 


e Do you have the necessary vocabulary to answer the 
question? 


Then prepare a plan or outline of what you are going to 
write. Its purpose is to help you, so it doesn’t matter if you 
change it or cross things out - nobody else is going to 
read it. But it has to show clearly the different sections of 
your writing and what points you must include in which 
section. When you look at the plan closely, you might want 
to change it; for instance, something might be better in a 
different paragraph, or you might realise you will be 
repeating yourself. When you are satisfied with your 
outline, you will find it much easier to write your text. 
Planning takes time, so allow a minimum of fifteen 
minutes for it. 


>> Question 5, the set text task 


If you choose to write about one of the set texts, 
remember that the question may ask for an article, an 
essay, a review or a report. You may be asked about the 
characters, relationships and themes in the book, and 
whether you would recommend it to others. Make sure 
you know the story well as you will need to support your 
views with examples from the book. When answering the 
question, think carefully about the target reader, and plan 
your answer accordingly. 


>» Checking 


Most people make more mistakes than normal under 
exam conditions, so always allow at least ten minutes at 
the end to read through your work. Think of your task here 
as having two parts. First, check that you have answered 
the question correctly and that you have included all the 
information that was required. Secondly, check for 
mistakes in grammar, spelling, punctuation etc. You should 
by now have had enough experience to know where you 
often make mistakes — the spelling of certain words, for 
instance, or a particular type of punctuation. 


If you need to correct something, make the correction 
neatly and legibly. If you need to cross out something you 
have written, just put one line through the word or words.

The key ingredient of this wonderful drug is found in several 
plants, and five thousand years ago physicians in ancient 
Egypt were using an extract from the bark of the willow as a 
cure for a variety of complaints. But it was to be many 
centuries before the scientific basis of this medication was 
understood. 


Then, in the eighteenth century, an Englishman, Edward 
Stone, accidentally rediscovered the medicinal properties of 
willow tree extract, although he mistakenly attributed its 


uinin aise on, in 1829, a pharmacist isolated 
the active ingredient, salicylic acid. Unfortunately, the 
chemical has several undesirable side effects, the most 
serious of which is that it can upset the stomach. 

However, at the end of the nineteenth century, a chemist 
working for Friedrich Bayer, a German company, found a way 
of combining salicylic acid with an acetyl group. A few years 
Jater, Bayer marketed the first aspirins, and for the next 
seventy years it was regarded as a miraculous painkiller. 
Curiously, during all that time, hardly any research was done 
into the way aspirin works. 

Then, in 1971, groundbreaking findings were published that 
showed how aspirin slows down swelling and the coagulation 
of the blood. This means it also dramatically reduces the risk 
of heart disease. As you can imagine, this was exciting news. 
Further research showed that a third of all people at risk from 
a heart attack will not have one if they take aspirin regularly. 
Although that sounds too good to be true, most doctors now 
accept that aspirin really does possess these miraculous 
qualities. More controversially, some scientists believe that 
nearly everyone over the age of fifty would benefit from 
taking aspirin cee vasa ahora measure.

It’s not like 
a circus, with the dogs performing tricks! At the same time, you 
realise they have been trained and are, in a sense, putting ona 
show simply by remaining on stage with the human performers. 
During the performance | saw, a member of the audience in the 
front row tried to call the dogs over to him, which made them 
look away from the dancers towards the audience.

Anthropologist: A most exciting discovery has been made in a 
remote region of Ethiopia, and | don’t think it’s too much of an 
exaggeration to say this may change the way we think of 
evolutionary history! Last winter an international team of 
anthropologists unearthed some fossil hominid skulls that 
have been reliably dated as being 160,000 years old. Three of 
the skulls - two belonging to adults and one to a child — were 
in quite good condition, but fragments of other skulls were 
also found.

Another reason why this discovery is causing great 
excitement in the world of anthropology is because it ties in 
other research indicating that we are not descended from 
Neanderthals at all. You see, the Neanderthals only vanished 
from the the fossil record about 30,000 years ago. So if the 
hypothesis is correct, it paints a fascinating picture. For an 
incredibly long time, tens of thousands of years in fact, at 
least two different species of humans co-existed on the planet, 
and then ~ for reasons we don't understand - the 
Neanderthals became extinct. 
It is also interesting that a number of tools were found near 
the fossil skulls in Ethiopia, and it may well be that these 
people’s superior technological skills allowed them to drive 
the Neanderthals away. Moreover, there are suggestions that 


they lived in groups, and there is a close correlation between 
adv uman development and ion. Thi 


may explain why Homo sapiens prevailed as the dominant 
human species! On the other hand, | must remind my 
listeners that the distant origins of mankind, those early days 


lost in the mists of prehistoric time, continue to be a mystery. 
Nobody really knows what happened - which naturally makes 
my work even more fascinating.

Interviewer: My guest on Technology Matters this week is Jim 
Davies, a leading expert in the field of IRS or iris recognition 
systems. Jim, perhaps | could start by asking you to explain 
exactly what IRS is? 


Jim: In fact, it’s a simple system in theory, one that was first 
suggested back in the 1930s. Basically, it's a way of 
recognising a person by analysing the pattern of his or her 
iris. This pattern is different for every individual on the planet; 
even identical twins have different iris patterns. The way it 
works is, you have a camera linked to computer software that 
can compare the iris pattern it sees with iris patterns on a 
database; the computer makes a match and then reports on 
the identification.

| don’t think it's speed that is the biggest appeal of iris 
recognition machines — the fact that they are reliable will 
guarantee their popularity in the future. 

Interviewer: Are iris recognition machines actually being used 
at the moment? 

Jim: Oh, yes. As a matter of fact, we've just completed a pilot 
scheme in northern England. We installed machines at a 
school there to identify pupils as they came into the canteen. 
That way they could be given their correct meals 

autom: l hich meant they didn’t hav wait arou 
be served. It was a great success! And the kids loved it. | think 
they regarded it as something out of a science fiction film. 
Interviewer: What about adults? Do you think they will be as 
impressed? 

Jim: That's a good question. | admit 


there are many people 
who feel that the use of iris recognition machines is a civil 
liberties issue and infringes on their privacy, but | think people 
said the same thing about the use of X-ray machines at 
airports, and now everyone accepts them. So I’m confident 
that the vast majority of people will come to see the sense 
behind using these machines, especially when they realise 
how efficient they are. When they're properly set up, they take 
a mere twelve seconds to scan someone's iris, and of course 
the customs people themselves are very attracted to the idea 
because of the time it saves. 
Interviewer: So is it simply a matter of time before we find iris 
recognition machines everywhere?

In a way, | understand 
because astrobiology is the study of life on other planets. 
Well, obviously, life has not been discovered on other planets, 
which would appear to make astrobiology a science without a 
subject! However, everything we know about life on our own 
planet suggests we have to try to understand if there are any 
universal requirements for life to evolve, as well as the 
processes involved in evolution. Consequently, astrobiologists 
are deeply interested in the beginnings of life on Earth. Once 
we know more about what happened on home ground, as it 
were, we will be in a better position to understand any life 
forms we may one day find on other planets. 
When most people think of extraterrestrial life, they conjure up 
i s of so-called ‘higher’ life forms: they it i umanoid 
creatures or bizarre and probably dangerous animals of some 
kind. But if we consider the whole history of life on Earth, a 
very different picture emerges. For billions of years the only 
forms of life on the planet were organisms consisting of single 
cells. It was only about 550 million years ago, during the 
geological period we call the Cambrian, that the seas suddenly 
became filled with a whole array of multi-cellular life. 

So how do humans fit into this time frame? Well, human-like 
creatures first appear in the fossil record about five or so 
million years ago: in geological terms, this is just a blink of an 
eye compared to the long history of life on Earth. And Homo 
sapiens, our own species, has only been around for about 
130,000 years. The point is if we do find life on other planets, it 
will almost certainly be relatively simple — of the sort that 
populated the Earth for most of its existence so far. 


And of course, we must be prepared for these life forms to 
look very different from life on Earth. We must not forget that 
many modern life forms came about as a result of chance, 
their fate shaped by floods, continental drift and comet or 
meteor strikes. It is interesting to reflect that if a giant asteroid 
had not hit the Earth and wiped out the dinosaurs, they might 
still be ruling the planet and we might never have evolved

Interviewer: Professor Williams, | know you've made a special 
study of artificial languages. | suppose most people think of 
Esperanto when this subject comes up, but is Esperanto the 
most widespread of the various artificial languages in 
existence? 

Williams: | think that’s the case today, yes, but you must 
remember that the idea of an artificial language isn’t new. 
Esperanto dates back to the 1880s, but even in medieval times 
people were fascinated by the idea of a language created by 
man. Of course, their aims would have been quite different 
back then. 

Interviewer: What do you mean? 


Williams: Well, in the Middle Ages there was a theory that the 
universe was constructed on lagical principles and that 
everything in it could be classified and named according to a 
regular and logical system. Ultimately, the nature of the 
universe i could be understood through a language 
created in this way. 

Interviewer: That all sounds rather complicated. Would such a 
language be easy to learn? 

Williams: That one wouldn't have been, no, but there were 
other artificial languages that did have this goal. One man, for 
instance, struck by the fact that the notes of the musical scale 
were known by the same syllabic value all over the western 
world, felt this could be of use in the creation of a universal 
language, so he invented words based on the syllables do, re, 
mi, fa etc. 

Interviewer: Was there the same kind of logic behind 
Esperanto? 

Williams: In a way, and if | may digress for a moment, | must 
confess that the first time | heard it, Esperanto did seem 
musical to my ears. | think it was because the syllables of 
Latin origin aroused in me vague memories of the operas my 
father used to play on the gramophone when | was a child. 
Anyway, the man who came up with Esperanto, Dr Zamenhof, 
wanted his artificial language to be easy to learn, so he chose 
word stems and roots from major European languages, 
hoping they would sound familiar to most Europeans. And 
most experts believe he did a remarkably good job in that 
sense. A person with average linguistic skills can gain a 
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working knowledge of Esperanto in a matter of months. 


Interviewer: So do you feel it could have a future as a 
universal language? 

ms: To be perfectly honest, | don’t. And there are a 
number of reasons for this. | have some sympathy with those 
who claim that the words of an artificial language seem one- 
dimensional, as it were, because they don’t have any flavour 
derived from past usage; no word could have connotations in 
such a language. And this is not just a theoretical problem: it 
really does make the language seem rather mechanical. 
Interviewer: You'd describe advocates of Esperanto as idealists 
then, would you? 

Williams: Possibly - though that isn’t such a bad quality! In 
my experience, people who have taken the trouble to learn 
Esperanto are marked by a refreshing enthusiasm for the task; 
Limagine many language teachers would be delighted to have 
students with such single-minded determination to master the 
details of a language. The difficulties with imagining Esperanto 
as the language of the United Nations, say, or the European 
Union, are not based on any deficiencies among the speakers. 
Interviewer: Well, you've mentioned one problem with 
artificial languages; what others are there? 

Williams: The fundamental difficulty is psychological. For the 
vast majority of the world’s population, the sense of self is 
inextricably bound up not just with location but also 
what is aptly referred to as their mother tongue. So any 
attempt to replace that native language meets with very 
strong resistance ~ and that is why | am convinced that the 
applications of an artificial language are very limited.

Announcer; Here in the studio with me today on Food Matters 
is Algernon Lacey, who's just written a book called Half a Loaf 
about that most basic of foods: bread. Algernon, what first 
aroused your interest in the subject? 


Algernon: My grandmother, actually. One day she was 
describing to us how she used to make bread in the old days, 
and | was interested enough to start doing some research. | 
found out that all the big manufacturers use the same process 
to make bread these days. Even the supermarket chains, who 
think it makes them look good if customers see bread baking 
in their stores, use the same ingredients as everyone else. 98% 
of bread is made in this way — that's all the bread on sale in 
this country except for the products of small independent 
bakeries. And this process is a basic departure from the 
traditional techniques. You see, bread used to be made by 
allowing the yeast to ferment in water, which takes a few 
hours. But the modern method uses rapid mixing to shorten 
the time necessary for fermentation. This method is preferred 
because it saves money: less flour is needed to make bread, 
Unfortunately, there is a downside: you need a lot more water 
and fat, which makes the bread less wholesome. And since it's 
the fermentation process that gives bread its natural flavour, 
the modern method would produce rather tasteless bread if a 
great deal of salt weren't added. Some modern bread is also 
given a coating of calcium propionate to make sure it doesn’t 
go stale. The loaf will last for a couple of weeks that way. But 
of course, there’s a problem here, too - an increasing number 
of people are developing allergies to bread and wheat 
products, and | think there’s a connection. The modern method 
doesn’t ferment the ingredients properly, and it’s hard for 
consumers to do anything about this because bread-making 
methods are dictated by the large supermarkets, who don't 
make a profit on bread. They don’t even sell it at cost price.

Now, 
the way the defence lawyer goes about doing this can be very 
tricky. For instance, the first time | gave evidence in court 
twenty-five years ago, the lawyer for the defence made me 
look like a right fool. He annoyed me by interrupting me all the 
time, and when | tried to argue with him | got confused, and 
the people in court laughed at me. That made my evidence 
look bad. | simply had no idea what | was up against. 
Interviewer: Velma, you are a defence lawyer; do you agree 
with William? 

Velma: Absolutely. A police officer has to learn how the 
system works. You must get used to the idea that the lawyers 
are just doing a job, and even if it seems they are attacking 


your honesty in a rude or brutal manner, they have nothing 
against you as an individual. 

Interviewer: It must be hard to think like that when you're 
giving evidence and some lawyer is trying to trip you up. 
Velma: It is, but a police officer has to develop the right 
attitude. You need to think of your evidence as one piece ina 
jigsaw puzzle, the picture being the whole case against the 
defendant. If you start giving opinions about other pieces, 
other parts of the case that aren't your responsibility, it 
weakens the case as a whole. Your piece of the puzzle is the 
only thing you should think about) 


Interviewer: Do you find Velma‘s advice helpful for police 
officers on your training scheme, William? 


William: Definitely. For a young officer, appearing in court is 
an intimidating experience. It's hard to get used to the system. 
| mean, there are two lawyers, one acting for the defendant 
and one for the crown, and in the courtroom they are 
adversaries but they probably know each other professionally. 
They may even go off together after the trial and have dinner. 
As if it were all a game! 


Interviewer: Would you advise William’s trainees to treat a 
court case as a game, Velma? 


Velma: | would tell them to remember that the defence lawyer 
is trying to discredit them and their evidence. One tip to help 
you develop the right attitude so you don’t get drawn into an 
argument with the lawyer is to stand so you're facing the 
judge, and direct all your answers to the bench. That should 
make it easier to avoid any sort of personal exchange with the 
lawyer.

Helen: I'm Helen Waterman, director of the Waterman Sports 
Academy, a school that helps promising young athletes fulfil 
their dreams. We coach youngsters who want to swim faster 
than anyone else in the world and children who dream of 
running the marathon at the Olympic Games one day. 


lve coached many athletes in my life. going back to the day 
when the daughter of a friend announced she had entered for 
the long jump in an amateur athletics event. | enjoyed 
coaching her, and that was the start of my career. | also 
became interested in sports medicine at about that time, when 
my nephew fell off his bike and hurt his back. He'd been a 
keen athlete before his accident, but unfortunately, he never 
really got over his injury sufficiently to get back into serious 
training. That's when | realised the importance of sports 
medicine, and the staff of the academy includes two doctors. 


Perhaps at this point | should answer a question often asked 
by young people when they enrol at the academy: how 
important is an athlete's build? Well, nobody can deny that 
build does matter, and one cannot hope to be a world-class 
long-distance runner, say. if one is built like a weightlifter. But 
other factors also play a vital role.

Interviewer: Harold Mackenzie, your book Talking to Pre-Teens 
is coming out later this month, and I'm sure that parents who 
read your best-selling Talking to Teens will be queuing up to 

buy it. But let's begin by asking you exactly what a pre-teen is. 


Harold: A pre-teen — or ‘tweenie’ as some people prefer - is a 
child aged between eight and twelve, in other words, a child 
hovering on the brink of adolescence. Oddly enough, this age 
group didn’t attract much attention in the past, but in recent 
years there has been quite a dramatic growth of interest. 
There are several reasons for this. Psychologists are 
beginning to understand how important this period is in en 
individual's development, and much more research is being 
done. However, that’s not the main reason pre-teens are 
featuring in the news more and more. It seems that 
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businesses have woken up to the fact that these youngsters 
are a force to be reckoned with. They have considerable 
spending power, so marketing managers who previously 
focused on teenagers are now also targeting these younger 
consumers. The trouble is that pre-teens are so 
impressionable. 

Interviewer: Mm. In your book you suggest that marketing 
campaigns aimed at pre-teens should be carefully vetted. Can 
you expand on this? 

Harold: We are all susceptible to advertising, but pre-teens are 
especially vulnerable. Advertisements can suggest that 
everything the child does ~- the food he eats, the clothes he 
wears, the toys he chooses to play with - are regarded as a 
statement by his or her contemporaries. He feels he has to 
‘keep up‘, so it's bewildering for a child when he tries to follow 
a fashion that is succeeded after a brief time by a different. 
equally arbitrary one. 

Interviewer: Can you tell us something about the kinds of 
changes a child experiences during the pre-teen years? 


Harold: Well, this is the age when children start to measure 
themselves against people outside their families for the first 
time. and one way in which they develop their sense of self is 
by forming friendships with other children. The way your 
peers react to you plays an enormous role in how you see 
yourself in Jater life. 

Interviewer: It sounds as though the pre-teen years are quite 
eventful emotionally. 

Harold: Yes, and they can be a trying time as well. It's 
unfortunate that for many children this period is full of 
stressful situations. For example, at this age children have to 
face real examinations at school for the first time - 
examinations that may determine what sort of education they 
will have in future. If a child’s ability could be evaluated in 
different, less stressful ways, we might reduce the tensions 
that pre-teens are subjected to. | outline several possibilities in 
my book. 

Interviewer: Harold, what can concerned parents do in 
concrete terms to help their pre-teen children? 

Harold: Helping them gain self-confidence is crucial. Parents 
should respect their children’s views about how their lives are 
conducted, but they should not make the mistake of indulging 
all their offspring’s wishes and allowing them complete 
control of their lives. Children still need guidance! Buying 
them everything they want is not the best response; it can 
even be dangerous because it suggests that the things you 
have matter more than the kind of person you are. Find a way 
to discuss important issues with your chi d listen = 
really listen — to what they tell you about their fears and 
desires.
